WINNERS: New York Mets: Newly 
appointed GM AI Harazin made like 
Houdini, signing free agent outfielder- 
third baseman-first baseman Bobby 
Bonilla to a record five year $29 mil- 
lion contract, inking first baseman Ed- 
die Murray and trading for RHP Bret 
Saberhagen. Bonilla will knock in 100 
runs, Murray might, if he stalls off old 
age another year, and Saberhagen 
becomes the ace of the Mets staff, 
taking the pressure off recovering 
Dwight Gooden and his arm problems. 

New York must be concerned about 
Saberhagen’'s recurring every other 
year arm tenderness (this is the bad 
year coming up), but cleansing their 
clubhouse of Kevin McReynolds and 
spoiled brat Gregg Jefferies is a plus. 
Bonilla’s smile is worth at least a 
million dollars a year compared to 
K-Mac's frown. 

Cincinnati Reds: Operating under 
the watchful scrutiny of Marge Schott, 
the NUs answer to George Steinbren- 
ner, GM Bob Quinn swindled the . 
Cleveland Indians out of LHP Greg 
Swindell and the Los Angeles 
Dodgers out of RHP Tim Belcher. 
Their projected rotation of Jose Rijo, 
Tom Browning, Belcher and Swindell 
is even better than the Mets Saberha- 
gen, Gooden, David Cone and Sid 
Fernandez. 

Trading away one time closer LHP 


Randy Myers will cleanse their club- 
house. Obviously San Diego's GM Joe 
Mcllvaine still has a liking for Randall K. 

Kansas City Royals: They signed first 
baseman Wally Joyner to a one year 
free agent contract (perhaps the new 
trend) and traded Bret Saberhagen for 
three regular players, second base- 
man Keith Miller, outfielder Kevin 
McReynolds and (infielder for now) 
Gregg Jefferies. Two warnings: Jefferies 
is a fly ball hitter who might not like 
the artificial turf at Royals Stadium. K- 
Mac has been sliding backwards for 
four straight seasons. 

Seattle Mariners: They gave away 
almost nothing for the NLs premier 
home run hitter and 1989 MVP Kevin 
Mitchell, just two days after Mitchell 
escaped on a rape charge. 
in San Diego. The Giants had 
had it with Mitchell, just as the Mets 
traded him in 1986 because.they 
thought he was a bad influence on 


Doc Gooden and Darryl Strawberry. 
Mitchell has never been to rehab like 
Doc and Darryl, but he shows up late, 
skips practice and chums around with 
questionable characters. 

Having been handed the keys to 
the Kingdome, it will be interesting to 
see if Mitchell can hit fifty homers in 
the chummy confines of the indoor 
ball park. Ken Griffey, Jr and Mitchell 
hitting together in the three and four 
spots might make them attractive 
enough so that a new Seattle buyer 
will surface to keep the team home. 

Philadelphia Phillies: Quietly the 
Phillies made some good moves, 
signing second baseman Mariano 
Duncan, late of the Reds where he 
didn't figure to oust Bill Doran or 
Barry Larkin. Pitcher Kyle Abbott and 
outfielder Reuben Amaro Jr. have 
solid potential. 

Los Angeles Dodgers: Despite list- 
ing the Dodgers trade of RHP Tim 


Outfielder Eric Davis of the Reds went to 
the Dodgers where he will play along- 
side his boyhood pal Darryl Strawberry. 
Both have already made exaggerated 
claims as to their production in 1992. 


RHP Tim Belcher claims Reds got best 
of deal in which he was traded to Cin- 
cinnati from Los Angeles for outfielder 
Eric Davis. 


Belcher (10-9, 2.62 ERA) as a great 
deal for the Reds, the Dodgers 
couldn't pass on outfielder Eric Davis, 
Darryl’s boyhood pal. Davis has thirty 
homer, 100 RBI potential, if he and 
Straw decide to play some ball next 
summer. He was injured in the 1990 
World Series and either was very sick, 
or malingered after that, according to 
who you want to listen to. 

GM Fred Claire, in a power struggle 
with manager Tom Lasorda, wants to 
go with youth. He unloaded Eddie 
Murray, and traded for first baseman 
Todd Benzinger, but really wants to go 
with a pair of rookies, Eric Karros or 
Henry Rodriguez. Re-signing RHP 
Orel Hershiser was a plus as was the 
free agent acquisition of Tom Candiotti 
from the Toronto Blue Jays, who rented 
Candiotti for the last part of 1991. 

Toronto Blue Jays: The Jays insured 
the AL East title with the signing of 
World Series and ALCS hero RHP 
Jack Morris, late of the Minnesota 
Twins and the inking of free agent 


slugger Dave Winfield of the California 
Angels. Winfield will DH and knock in 
at least 80 runs, and maybe kill an- 
other pigeon. Morris could be a gam- 
ble, as he might not win 18 games 
this year, but he is a proven winner. 

LOSERS: New York Yankees: The 
do-nothing pin stripers will probably 
have George Steinbrenner back in 
control some time in 1992. In the 
meantime, GM Gene Michael was 
ham strung by a very limited budget 
and an embargo against trying to 
sign free agents. Sources close to 
Bobby Bonilla claim his first choice 
was the Yankees, whom he rooted for 
when he grew up in the Bronx, but 
that no offer forced him to accept the 
Mets, after he played footsie, to raise 
the price, with the Angels. 

San Francisco Giants: No one said 
Kevin Mitchell is a nice guy, but he 
can hit. The Giants needed a couple 
of solid pitchers for Mitch and they 
didn't get them. 

Boston Red Sox: They lost out on 
Jack Morris, and had to settle for left 
hander Frank Viola, who had a horri- 
ble second half in 1991 and must 
now look over his shoulder at the 
Fenway Park Monster in left field. 

Looking ahead we see a veritable 
plethora of 1992 free agents, all of 
whom could be classified as rent-a- 
players right now. 

Included are pitchers Paul Assen- 
macher of the Cubs, Chris Bosio of 


the Brewers, Doug Drabek of the 
Pirates, David Cone of the Mets, 
Dennis Eckersley of the Athletics, 
John Franco of the Mets, Craig 
Lefferts of the Padres, John Smiley of 
the Pirates, and Greg Swindell of the 
Reds. 

Position players include Harold 
Baines of the Athltics, Wade Boggs of 
the Red Sox, Barry Bonds of the 
Pirates, Eric Davis of the Dodgers, 
Barry Larkin of the Reds, Mark 
McGwire of the Athletics, Paul O'Neill 
of the Reds, Kirby Puckett of the 
Twins, Harold Reynolds of the 
Mariners, Benito Santiago of the 
Pradres, Rueben Sierra of the 
Rangers, Terry Steinback of the Ath- 
letics, B.J. Surhoff of the Brewers, and 
Devon White of the Blue Jays. 

That roster would be an odds on 
favorite to win a pennant. The Twins 
must sign Puckett, the Pirates want to 
sign Bonds, but can't afford the $35 
million deal he wants, and will settle 
for signing Drabek. Davis and 
McGwire are on trial this year, facing 
crossroads seasons. Larkin can name 
his own price if he opts to leave the 
Reds, and Sierra can get more out- 
side of Texas, if he so chooses. *

Within two months, Harazin had de- 
livered. 

In came second baseman Willie 
Randolph and switch-hitting sluggers

In 1992, it should read: Vince Cole- 
man LF, Willie Randolph 2B, Howard 
Johnson CF, Bobby Bonilla RF, Eddie 
Murray 1B, Bill Pecota 3B, Todd

Saberhagen P. 

Hojo, the charter member of the 
30/30/30 Club last year (that many 
homers, steals, and errors in the 
same year), has never played center 
but he's still safer there than he is in 
the infield. Placing him in center al- 
lows Coleman to play left, his best po- 
sition, and Bonilla to stay in right, his 
best. 

Pecota, who had been ticketed for 
second before the Randolph signing, 
is much sounder defensively at third, 
where he plays head and shoulders 
above either Johnson or Jefferies. 

Randolph is still a decent defensive 


New general manager Al Harazin has 
been a mover and a shaker since he took 
over just before the end of the regular 
season. His signing of free agent Bobby 
Bonilla for a record $29 million over five 
years replaced Darryl Strawberry in the 
eyes of Mets fans who were upset when 
Strawberry signed with the Dodgers a 
year ago. And Bonilla’s smiling presence, 
100 RBis and .300 average won't hurt 
either. 
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second baseman though he's lost 
considerable range. He has a strong- 
fielding DP partner in the light-hitting 
Elster, the best defensive player in the 
lineup after Hundley. The rookie 
catcher, like his father, could become 
a Gold Glover. 

Murray won't win a Gold Glove at 
first but he’s better than Dave Magadan, 
last year's occupant, and Bonilla plays 
right field much better than Darryl 
Strawberry, the long-time owner of 
that position. With Bonilla, Johnson, 
and Coleman in the outfield, the Mets 
have more speed in the outfield than 
they've had since Tommie Agee 
roamed center for the '69 World 
Champions. 

Here's the way the team looks 
heading into spring training: 

If Gooden rebounds from rotator 
cuff surgery and Saberhagen avoids 
the jinx that plagues him in even- 
numbered years, the Mets could have 
a pair of No. 1 pitchers. 

Gooden, whose career winning per- 
centage is .714 (a record for pitchers 
with at least 1500 innings), has won 
at least 15 games six times in eight 
seasons. He hasn't approached his 
1985 Cy Young Award form but his 
career ERA remains 2.91. 

Saberhagen, with two AL Cy Young 
Awards to his credit, has managed 
only 3.21 lifetime mark. He had his 
first no-hitter (against Torborg's White 
Sox) but also spent a month on the 
DL nursing tendonitis of the rotator 
cuff. He's still just 28. 

Keep in mind, however, that Saber- 
hagen has never had a winning 
record in an even-numbered season. 

Another pitcher heisted from the 
Royals (in 1987) has won consecutive 
NL strikeout crowns while working for 
the Mets. David Cone fanned 19, ty- 
ing the NL record, on the season's 
last day to match Roger Clemens for 
the major league strikeout lead. Cone 
averaged 9.3 strikeouts per nine in- 
nings, the NL high. He's won 14 for 
three straight years after a career-best 
20-3 season. 

Slimmed-down southpaw Sid Fer- 
nandez, who missed half of last year 
after a line drive broke his arm during 
an exhibition game, is the fourth 
starter, followed by rookie righty 
Anthony Young. 

Southpaws Pete Schourek and 
Doug Simons vie with righthander 
Wally Whitehurst for spot starting 
roles. 

Closer John Franco, a little lefthander 
with a big screwball, seeks his sixth 
straight 30-save season. He's converted 
86.5 per cent of his save opportunities 
since 1988. 

Franco could have a strong right 
handed partner if Tim Burke recap- 
tures the 28-save form he flashed for 
Montreal in 1989. 
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Before he signed Bobby Bonilla GM Al 
Harazin signed Dodger first baseman 
Eddie Murray, who had contributed .260 
with 19 homers and 96 RBI to Los 
Angeles in 1991. Murray, a former Oriole 
when Harazin worked for Baltimore, 
played hurt half of last season, but 
stayed in the lineup when Darry! Straw- 
berry was injured. 


Other occupants of New York pen 
should include southpaws Steve 
Rosenberg and Tony Castillo, 6-9 
rookie righthander Terry Bross, and 
sidewinding staff workhorse Jeff Innis. 

When the San Diego Padres offered 
rifle-armed All-Star Benito Santiago in 
trade for Hundley and Jefferies, the 
Mets refused. And not because of 
Jefferies. 

Hundley has his father's home run 
power, plus an even better arm: he 
threw out 34 per cent of would-be 
stealers at Tidewater. 

Veteran Charlie O'Brien, a defensive 
specialist, will spell Hundley on occa- 
sion, while lefty-hitting Mackey Sasser 
serves as the emergency receiver. 
Sasser is better as a outfielder. 

At 36, Murray, the new first base- 
man, remains a feared power-hitter. 
The eight-time All-Star had 11 homers 
and 45 RBI for the Dodgers during 
the second half. 

Randolph, an exYankee, is even 
older: he turns 38 in July. But he's a 
sure-handed fielder coming off a 327 
season that's the best of his 17-year 
career. As for shortstop, the Mets will 
gladly carry Elster’s glove in their 
everyday lineup. 

Pecota, healed from October sur- 


gery that removed cartilage from his 
left knee, made just four errors all 
year and posted career highs in every 
offensive category. A contact hitter 
with some power and speed, Pecota 
could slide to second against some 
righthanders, allowing rookie Chris 
Donnels, a promising lefthanded hitter, 
to try his had at third. 

Magadan, another lefthanded hitter, 
backs first and third but could get 
more playing time if he recaptures his 
328 stroke of two years ago. The rap 
against him is lack of range. 

There's no rap against the smiling 
Bonilla, stolen from Pittsburgh with a 
five-year contract. He could become 
the best rightfielder in club history. 
Bonilla also hits for a higher average 
and produces more RBI. He made 
the All-Star team for the fourth time 
last year, then batted 316 after the 
break. He led the league in doubles, 
stood fourth in runs and hits, and 
sixth in total bases. 

Hojo, the National League leader in 
homers, RBI, and extra-base hits, 
finished last season in right and re- 
sponded well to the move from third 
base. 

Johnson ranked second in runs 
and slugging and third in total bases 
en route to his third 30/30 season. 
Thirty of his 31 errors. Since he runs 
well, he should be fine in center. 

Coleman, the team's top speed 
merchant, is certainly better in left, 
where he spent six seasons for St. 
Louis before moving to Flushing a 
year ago. Limited to 70 starts by an 
injured left hamstring, Coleman still 
finished seventh in stolen bases— 
ending a six-year string of league 
leadership. 

He's topped 100 steals three times 
but also topped 100 strikeouts as 
often—not a goad statistic for a lead- 
off man. Torborg may ask Coleman to 
drop bunts for hits. 

Two men who played for Torborg 
with the White Sox, Gallagher and 
Dary! Boston, join Mark Carreon, a 
premier pinch-hitter, as the main re- 
serve outfielders. 

The team that gave games away 
with sloppy defense so frequently is 
no more. Torborg, once a skilled 
defensive catcher who demands both 
concentration and performance from 
his fielders, wouldn't tolerate a rerun. 

Always a good handler of pitchers, 
Torborg should get maximum mileage 
from the Big Three of Gooden, Saber- 
hagen, and Cone, backed by Franco 
in short relief. 

The pitchers will be pleased with 
the perked-up offense. Even with the 
changes, however, the Mets may not 
be able to match the Cardinals for 
depth or defense. One thing is cer- 
tain: the New York Mets will certainly 
be in contention. e 
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LEE SMITH AND CALIFORNIA ANGELS’ BRYAN HARVEY 
CAPTURE 1991 ROLAIDS TITLES; ST. LOUIS CARDINALS 
STOPPER WINS HIS FIRST CROWN BY 49 POINTS 


n two extremely contrasting races, 
Lee Smith of the St. Louis 
Cardinals cruised to his first 
Rolaids Relief Man title in the 
National League, winning by a record- 
setting 49 points, while Bryan Harvey 
of the California Angels edged 1988 
champion Dennis Eckersley in a race 
that wasn't decided until the final day 
to win his first American League title. 

Smith dominated the National League 
race, never falling out of first place af- 
ter moving into the top slot June 16. 

Smith finished with a 6-3 record with 
47 saves in 53 opportunities and set a 
new standard for National League 
pitchers as he compiled 135 points. 
Philadelphia Phillies reliever Mitch 
Williams finished second, posting 86 
points, with a 12-5 record and 30 
saves in 39 chances. 

The 49-point bulge broke the rec- 
ord for the largest winning margin, 
which was set in 1989 when Mark 
Davis, who was then with San 
Diego, won the N.L. crown by 40 
points over Williams. Smith was the 
runnerup for the Rolaids award in 
1983, 1984 and 1985 as a member of 
the Chicago Cubs. In his second 
year with the Cardinals, the 34-year- 
old Smith set three other records. His 
135 points broke the National League 
mark set by Davis, who tallied 126 
points in 1989, and his 47 saves broke 
both the National League and the St. 
Louis record (Bruce Sutter held both 
records with 45 in 1984). 

While the National League race was 
a landslide, the American League was 
decided by just seven points and 
wasn't nailed down until Harvey re- 
corded his 46th save in the final 
game Sunday. 

In his fourth season with the Cali- 
fornia Angels, the right-handed 
Harvey had a 2-4 record with 46

saves in 52 opportunities and 122 points. 
Eckersley posted a 5-4 record with 
43 saves in 51 chances. The race was 
tight all season with Harvey outlasting 
Eckersley, Rick Aguilera of Minnesota 
and Boston’s Jeff Reardon. 
Harvey, who becomes the first An- 

gels pitcher to win the Rolaids title, 
won the monthly award in September 


when he tied the major league record 
for saves in that month with 12 in 14 
opportunities. His 12 saves tied the 
September mark established by 
Bobby Thigpen of the Chicago 
White Sox last year. In the National 
League, Alejandro Pena earned his 
first monthly title in September only 
one month after being traded.to the 
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Atlanta Braves. Pena picked up 
eight saves in as many opportunities 
and posted a 2-0 record in 12 ap- 
pearances.

aseball experts have always 
considered certain records im- 
pregnable., 

That was before Roger Maris 
broke Babe Ruth's single-season home 
run mark, Maury Wills became the first of 
several players to steal more bases in a 
season than Ty Cobb, and Hank Aaron 
surpassed Ruth as the lifetime leader in 
home runs. 

Pete Rose passed Cobb in career hits 
and Lou Brock (and then) Rickey Hender- 
son snatched his title in career stolen 
bases. 

Such rewriting of the record book left 
only a handful of records out of reach. Or 
did it? 

While it seems safe to say that no pitch- 
er will approach Cy Young’s 511 wins, 
Rose has already mounted a strong chal- 
lenge to Joe DiMaggio’s 56-game hitting 
streak. Now Cal Ripken, Jr. has his sights 
focused on Lou Gehrig’s streak of 2,130 
consecutive games played. 

Gehrig, who was 22 when his streak 
started in 1925, refused to be stopped by 
a broken thumb, broken toe, back 
spasms, colds, and even persistent at- 
tacks of lumbago. 

With the streak at 1,426 games in 1934, 
his back was aching so badly before a 
game in Detroit that manager Joe McCar- 
thy listed him as the shortstop and leadoff 
batter. Gehrig poked a single in the top of 
the first, left for a pinch-runner, then 


Lou Gehrig played 2,130 consecutive 
games with the New York Yankees before 
giving way. He was a first baseman, who 
hit behind Babe Ruth and slammed 493 
homers. 


limped back to the hotel for some much- 
needed rest. But the streak was intact. 

The demands of Ripken’s position— 
shortstop—was much more taxing, physi- 
cally and mentally, than those required of 
first base, Gehrig's position. But a rigor- 
ous conditioning program, coupled with 
one of the game’s most competitive 
natures, fueled Ripken's drive for the 
record. 

‘To take a day off may help me statisti- 
cally or selfishly but it would be against 
everything I've worked toward,”’ explained 
Ripken, who began the streak at age 21 in 
1982. “‘As Dale Murphy said during his 
streak (740 games until its end in 1986), he 
didn‘t set out to do it. He just wanted to 
remain healthy and go out and do his job 
every day. That’s how it is with me. 

“I've always been one to be active and 
not watch the action from the sidelines. If 
| were playing basketball, | felt | didn’t 
need a rest. If | were playing soccer, | 
didn’t need to come out. That feeling just 
carried over into baseball.” 

The only player to follow a Rookie of 
the Year season with a Most Valuable 
Player Award, Ripken made his major 
league debut as the third baseman of the 
Baltimore Orioles on May 30, 1982. He 
batted eighth, behind such luminaries as 
Terry Crowley, Dan Ford, and Rick Demp- 
sey, and went 0-for-2 in a 6-0 Toronto vic- 
tory. He hasn't missed a game since. 

Baltimore manager Earl Weaver, who 
had been reluctant to play Ripken at short 


because of his size, finally tried him at the 
position a month later, on July 1. Ripken 
responded so well that he didn’t miss an 
inning until September 14, 1987. 

In 904 games, he appeared in 8,243 
consecutive innings—a little-known rec- 
ord that seems more certain to stand than 
the Empire State Building. 

“It blows my mind that he played that 
many innings consecutively,” said Frank 
Robinson, who was replaced as Baltimore 
manager by Johnny Oates during the 1991 
campaign. ‘Just a normal injury or ejec- 
tion could have stopped him.” 

Robinson, more than anyone, was 
responsible for keeping the streak intact 
while Ripken was riddled by a perplexing 
slump in 1990. The Orioles had traded Ed- 
die Murray, leaving Ripken naked in the 
lineup without another slugger to follow. 
Every pitcher took advantage, working 
around Ripken like a gourmet chef carving 
the meat off a Thanksgiving turkey. 

When critics claimed Ripken was play- 
ing more for the streak than the team, the 
shortstop sought help from the manager. 
Robinson, a Hall of Famer who ranks 
fourth on the career home run list, opened 


Ripken's stance, suggested he incorporate , 


a slight crouch, and urged him to be more 
patient at the plate. 

“| started to wait for the ball to come to 
me,” said Ripken, whose second-half im- 
provement carried over into the 1991 cam- 
paign. ‘‘We went down to the batting 
cage under the stadium and talked about 
hitting theories.” 

One year after an All-Star selection that 
Ripken had considered embarrassing, he 
won his eighth consecutive fan election as 
the American League's starting shortstop. 
This time, Ripken's appointment was 


more than justified: he was the first short- 
stop to lead either league in hitting at mid- 
season since Cleveland's Lou Boudreau in 
1947. 

Ripken, who had 18 homers to accom- 
pany a .348 batting average, also had 
more home runs at the break than any 
shortstop since Boston's Rico Petrocelli 
had 23 in 1969. 

No previous Oriole—including Robin- 
son in his Triple Crown season of 
1966—had ever brought such a lofty bat- 
ting average into the All-Star Game. 

While many of his fellow All-Stars 
regarded the three-day break as a vacation 
and the game itself as an exhibition, Rip- 
ken didn’t let his bat rest. He won the 
Monday home run hitting contest by con- 
necting 11 times in 12 swings, then won 
the Tuesday game with a three-run third- 
inning homer—his first in All-Star play— 
that made the difference in a 4-2 Ameri- 
can League victory. 

As the Most Valuable Player of the All- 
Star Game, he was subjected to a barrage 
of questions—most of them about the 
streak. 

“I’m trying to guard against becoming 
obsessed by the streak,’ he admitted. “I! 
think of myself as a pretty big fan but | try 
not to learn about Lou Gehrig. 

“Now that I’m in my 10th year, | haven't 
changed my approach from my first and 
I'd like to continue that. Anytime Gehrig's 
name is brought up, | try not to think about

it. That’s the only way | can handle it.” 

Gehrig was 31 when he played in his 
1,500th game on September 25, 1934. 
Ripken was 30 when he reached No. 1,500 
on July 19, 1991. Both men homered in 
those milestone contests. 

Ripken, the eighth man to produce at 
least 20 homers in each of his first 10 sea- 
sons, is baseball’s best power-hitting 
shortstop since Hall of Famer Ernie Banks, 
National League MVP in 1958-59. Balti- 
more’s franchise player finished the 1991 
campaign with career highs in batting 
(.323), home runs (34), and runs batted in 
(114)—figures that earned him Player of 
the Year honors from both The Associated 
Press and The Sporting News. He ranked 
third in the American League in home 
runs, fourth in runs batted in, and sixth in 
batting average. Without him, the sixth- 
place Orioles would have finished on an- 
other planet. 

Hitting .300 was an accomplishment for 
Ripken, who doesn’t have the speed to 
pad his average with infield hits. In the 
field, he compensates for the lack of 
speed with expert positioning. The ulti- 
mate thinking man‘s shortstop, his de- 
fense has always been exceptional. 

In 1984, he had 583 assists, an Ameri-

Cal Ripken, Jr. is the tallest regular 
shortstop in Major League history, but 
he has managed to play 1,573 con- 
secutive games, seond only to Lou 
Gehrig's 2,130. 
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can League record, among 906 chances 
and also led the league in putouts and 
double-plays. He has led in all three 
departments in other seasons too. 

Ripken’s best year in the field was 1990, 
when he made a record-low three errors in 
161 games (681 chances) for a .996 field- 
ing percentage, also a record. By season's 
end, he had shattered 11 AL and big- 
league records, including most consecu- 
tive errorless games (95) and errorless 
chances (431) by a shortstop. 

Ripken teamed with brother Bill, Balti- 
more’s primary second baseman in 1990, 
to make only 11 miscues—the fewest ever 
by a double-play tandem with enough in- 
nings to qualify for the official statistics. 
The Ripkens had given hint of big things 
to come two years earlier, when they 
turned 229 double-plays— most by a Balti- 
more keystone combine since Bobby 
Grich and Mark Belanger had 232 in 1974. 

Ripken was robbed of a Gold Glove in 
1990 when managers voted for flash over 
substance. But winner Ozzie Guillen of 
the Chicago White Sox knew where the 
trophy belonged. “’What he did defensive- 
ly;" he said of Ripken, ‘‘| thought would 
be impossible.’’ 

Brooks Robinson, who reached the Hall 
of Fame primarily because of his fielding, 
is also impressed with Ripken's play. 

“His concentration is outstanding,’ 
said Robinson, a Baltimore broadcaster 
who spent his entire career as its star third 
baseman. “‘No way could he put that er- 
rorless streak together if he was physically 
tired.” 

Frank Robinson agreed. ‘‘I’m amazed 
that a fielder, especially an infielder, can 
go that long without an error,’ he sug- 
gested. “‘It’s not just fielding a baseball 
and throwing it. It's taking cutoff throws, 
throws from the catcher, making tags. 
You'd like to see everyone work on their 
defense like he does. Cal is living proof 
that if you work hard, you can improve.’ 

Even when he’s doing well, Ripken 
takes hours of extra batting practice. He 
also fields hundreds of grounders a day 
from dad Cal Ripken Sr., the club's long- 
time third base coach. 

“Dad brought us up to treat the game 
as a business/’ said Cal Jr., who didn't 
complain publicly when his father was axed 
as manager six games into the 1988 cam- 
paign. “When | look at him in uniform, | 
don't see my dad. | see a coach. When he 
looks at me and Bill in uniform, he doesn’t 
see his sons. He sees two players.”’ 

Father and son have been together 
through most of the streak. And dad was 
manager when his sons became base- 
ball’s fifth all-brother double-play 


combination—and first since Frank and 
Milt Bolling of the 1958 Detroit Tigers. 

Even the elder Ripken, now third base 
coach under Johnny Oates, is awed by 
the exploits of his offspring. 

“It's amazing anybody can go that long 
without an injury or something,” he said. 
“You could step off the curb and sprain 
your ankle. He plays the game because he 
wants to play. He finishes one game and 
gets prepared to play another. 


Cal Ripken, Sr. served the Orioles as 
third base coach when his son came up 
and later as manager. He is again a 
coach, and doesn't have to worry about 
whether or not to list Cal Jr. in the 
lineup to keep his streak intact. 


“There's no pressure on Cal at all. All 
we want him to do is go out there, get his 
20-or-more homers and his 90-or-so RBI. 
If he goes out there and does what he 
normally does, everything will fall into 
place.” 

Ripken already ranks second to Gehrig 
in endurance. With 1,573 consecutive 
games played, he has outlasted Everett 
Scott's streak of 1,307 games and Steve 
Garvey’s National League record string of 
1,207. Hall of Famer Billy Williams ranks 
fifth with 1,117. 

Since Ripken's streak started, the 25 
other teams have used more than 350 
shortstops—and average of nearly 15 per 
team. 

“I'm proud of the streak in one sense/’ 


Ripken admitted. ‘’When you're playing a 
team sport, you have to rely on everyone 
in the lineup. You have to count on them. 
I'm proud of the fact that my teammates 
can count on me to be in the lineup every 
day—and hopefully contribute to a win.” 

Ripken will do anything to help his team 
win. On July 22, 1990, he even bunted for 
the first time in eight years. 

He always feels he can contribute— 
even in a lopsided game. 

“When I'm swinging well, | want to get 
another at-bat to stay in that good 
groove,” he said. “When I’m not swinging 
well and the game is one-sided, | want to 
get another at-bat to experiment and pos- 
sibly help myself for the next game. 

“There have been a few times where | 
thought it would have been easier if | said 
| didn’t want to play. Some of those days 
turned out to be the best days of my 
career.” 

While other players sometimes search 
for an excuse to sit, Ripken takes the op- 
posite approach. Fellow 1991 All-Star Paul 
Molitor, who's been on the disabled list 
more than 10 times since Ripken's streak 
started, admires the determination of his 
rival. 

“To play every day, you have to be will- 
ing to go out there when you're not feel- 
ing right,’ he said. “If | had to list a player 
| respect not only for his ability but the way 
he goes about his job, it would be Cal.’ 

Carlton Fisk, the oldest of the 1991 All- 
Stars, expressed similar sentiments. 

“To play that long without having a 
serious injury is an accomplishment in it- 
self/’ he said. ‘That's probably the key to 
the streak. An injury can happen at any 
time, in the most freakish of ways.” 

Don Mattingly, who had been a durable 
performer before suffering disabling back 
problems in 1990, thinks Ripken may be 
getting better as he gets older. 

“What he did this season opened peo- 
ple’s eyes all over again about how good 
he is,’ said the Yankee captain just after 
the 1991 All-Star break. ‘It seems like he's 
always been there—making all the plays 
at shortstop and driving in all those runs. 

“Except for the streak, you didn’t hear 
much about him the last couple of years. 
Now he’s jumped out again and people 
realize how great he is. It’s nice for the 
manager to be able to fill in his lineup card 
every game: Ripken, batting third, playing 
shortstop.” 

The tallest regular shortstop in major 
league history, Ripken admits his size has 
been a slight handicap. 

“Size can be a hindrance at short be- 
cause it's a position that requires you to 
cover a lot of ground,” he conceded. “*You 


have to be agile around second base on the 
double-play and you need to be very quick. 

“| can't be as quick as some of the 
smaller guys and sometimes that is a 
negative in the field. 

“On the other hand, my size helps me 
tremendously at home plate. | can drive 
the ball and hit with power to all fields. 
Given a choice, I’d rather be bigger and 
stronger and able to hit the ball out of the 
ballpark than be small and quick without 
much power.” 

Ripken wears a size 48 sport coat, size 
17 % shirt, and size 34 pants but has hands 
so small that he can’t palm a basketball. 

“As a kid, | played every sport,’ said 
Ripken, who hit .492 with 29 RBI, a 7-2 
record, 0.70 ERA, and 100 strikeouts in 60 
innings over 20 games as a pitcher-short- 
stop at Aberdeen (Md.) High School. “I 
was better at baseball so that’s why it’s 
my favorite.

“People say baseball isn’t a contact 
sport but they forget about the double- 
plays. Baseball was designed to have a 
certain amount of contact on double- 
plays and collisions at home plate. And it 
doesn’t feel too good to get hit with the 
baseball at bat. But | guess it does involve 
a lot less contact than football or basket- 
ball so | like it for that reason.” 

Ripken also likes the game because he’s 
good at it. The 6-4, 220-pound right- 
handed hitter will soon surpass Ernie 
Banks as the game's most prolific slug- 
ging shortstop: going into the 1991 sea- 
son, Ripken had hit 217 home runs as a 


shortstop, while Banks had hit 293. 

The only other players who hit at least 
20 homers in each of their first 10 seasons 
were Eddie Mathews, Billy Williams, Reg- 
gie Jackson, Frank Robinson, Rocky Cola- 
vito, Joe DiMaggio, and Ted Williams. 

One of Ripken’s homers, on September 
15, 1990, came in the same inning when 
Bill Ripken also connected—the first time 
brothers have done that since Hank and 
Tommie Aaron of the 1962 Milwaukee 
Braves. 

Family achievement, on and off the 
field, is important to Ripken. When he 
married Kelly Geer on November 13, 1987, 
Cal Sr. was best man, brothers Bill and 
Fred were ushers, and sister Ellen was a 
bridesmaid. Cal and Kelly have a daughter, 
Rachel Marie, born November 22, 1989. 

Cal donates 25 tickets for each Orioles’ 
home game to Because We Care, a pro- 
gram he and Eddie Murray started several 
years ago, and made a $250,000 donation 
to establish the Ripken Learning Center, a 
reading program to improve adult literacy. 

He is also involved with the 4-H Club, 
United Way, American Lung Association, 
March of Dimes, Easter Seals, and— 
because he considers it a healthy product 
for kids—the Middle Atlantic Milk Market- 
ing Association. 

With his muscular physique and steel 
blue eyes, Ripken could have been cast as 
Superman instead of Christopher Reeve. 
But he had more pressing concerns. 

“| think I’m at the halfway point in my 
career,” he suggested. “‘I’d like to play an- 
other 10 years. Twenty years in the big 
leagues is probably a goal for everyone— 
to play as long as you can and do as well 
as you can.” 

Ripken is certainly living up to that ob- 
jective. If injuries or labor disputes don’t 
throw off his timetable, he'll pass Lou 
Gehrig in mid-1995 and keep right on 
going. 

The Orioles had hoped to provide pro- 
tection for him in the lineup by acquiring 
Glenn Davis but the former National 
League slugger went down in April with 
nerve damage to his neck. With a strong 
slugger behind him in 1992, Ripken could 
make a serious bid to win the game's first 
Triple Crown since Carl Yastrzemski in 
1967. 

The Rock of Gibraltar is not the gate- 
way to Europe—it actually plays shortstop 
a stone's throw from Baltimore's Inner 
Harbor.

Is the Red Sox right hander the 
dominant pitcher in Baseball? 


ow that Roger Clemens’ name 
has become synonymous with 
Cy Young’s, Clemens has his 
sights set on Young's residence 

—the Hall of Fame. 
At 29, Clemens readily is acclaimed the 
best pitcher of his time. His fastball is 
overpowering, his intelligence on the 
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mound is unsurpassed and his competi- 
tive spirit is unmatched. 

Sure, there have been some ugly off- 
field incidents. But that should not detract 
from Clemens’ skills in the arena, skills 
that favorably compare to Bob Gibson, 
Jim Palmer and Tom Seaver. Just as they 
were dominant in their time, Clemens is 


> in getting the award is that it might enable 


me to get there. And that’s what I’m 
working to do.” 

Clemens won the Cy Young with a 24-4 
record in 1986 and with a 20-9 mark in 
1987. In ’91, the numbers weren't so over- 
whelming, but his 18-10 (losing his last 
two starts with the Red Sox out of con- 
tention in the final week) also included the 
league lead in four key categories: 271-1/3 
innings pitched; 2.63 earned run average; 
241 strikeouts; and four shutouts. 

“Ill go to work on a fourth one, be- 
cause it means helping the ballclub/” Cle- 
mens said. 

Does any pitcher help his team as much 
as Clemens? The Red Sox hardly are over- 
powering in the pitching department. Cle- 
mens, who earned a $100,000 bonus for 
becoming the fifth winner of at least three 
Cy Young Awards, didn’t have anyone 
with more than 22 starts. Clemens had 35. 

Aside from Clemens, the biggest win- 
ner in Boston was journeyman left-hander 
Joe Hesketh, who went 12-4, with 22 of 
his 39 appearances coming in relief. Greg 
Harris was 11-12, rookie Mike Gardiner 
was 9-10. Yet this team was in the pennant 
chase into September. The reasons were 
a solid lineup and two pitchers—VJeff 
Reardon and Roger Clemens. 

“It's a pleasure when you are out in the 
bullpen and Roger is on the mound,” says 
Reardon, who had 40 saves. ‘You know 
you'll be close or ahead when he's 
throwing.” 

Palmer won in 1973-75-76 with the Bal- 
timore Orioles. In the National League, 
Steve Carlton won the award four times 
and Sandy Koufax and Tom Seaver three 
times. Koufax is the only pitcher to win 
the award three times when it covered 
both leagues. 

“The first was very special,’ Clemens 
said. ““The second was a challenge be- 
cause you guys (in the media) kept letting 
me know about the jinx. That enabled me 
to keep my mind on what | was trying to 
do. 

“Last year (1990), | thought | had one of 
my best years (21-6, 1.93 ERA), but when 
you have 27 wins, that's all there is to it. 
That was just a great year by Bob Welch. 

“This year (1991), | just didn’t know. 
The only thing | really lacked was a few 
wins. Some got away from me and some 
were there. You just never know.” 

The voters knew. 

In the Baseball Writers Association of 


America balloting, he received 21 of 28 
first-place votes, four seconds and two 
thirds for 119 points. Scott Erickson of 
World Series champion Minnesota. was 
second with 56 points on three first-place 
votes, 12 seconds and five thirds. Califor- 
nia’s Jim Abbott was third with 26 points 
on five seconds and 11 thirds. 

“| thought | had a real solid chance, 
but, yeah, I’m a little surprised (by the 
overwhelming vote) because winning 20 
games is pretty meaningful. Erickson 
should be proud of that. | had a couple of 
chances, but now I’m just thankful—very 
happy and thankful.” 

Clemens won his first six decisions in 
‘91, then went 3-5. He was 11-5 at the All- 
Star break. He was 4-0 in September be- 
fore losing the two October starts. 

Clemens led the majors in innings, won 
the AL ERA title for the third time and 
won his second league strikeout title. He 
had 13 complete games, his most since

1988, and his four shutouts increased his 
total to 29. 

All of the numbers point toward 
Cooperstown, although Clemens is skep- 
tical. He believes he's on the right track, 
but needs to do more. 

“Three. ., four or five Cy Youngs got to 
give you a pretty good knocking on the 
door,’ he says. ‘‘Games with 20 strikeouts 
don’t hurt either, and a couple world 
championships would help too.” 

With the Red Sox? Come on, Roger. 

“We've got a strong team, we've been 
in contention a few times,’ says Clemens, 
the 51st highest paid player in baseball last 
year at $2.6 million. 

But he also must know that he might 


never come closer than 1986, when it ap- 
peared the Red Sox had the Mets beaten 
in the Series. 

“That's the toughest memory for me so 
far,’ he says. ‘’] think whenever you get so 
close and don’t win it, that’s as tough as 
it can get.” 


These days, ‘The Rocket’’ has the lux- 
ury of knowing that his four-year contract 
extension worth $21,521,000, an average 
of $5,380,250 through 1995, kicks in this 
year. In the current marketplace, it would 
not be surprising to see that altered if Cle- 
mens has another Cy Young type year. 

Clemens does not mind that he has 
been surpassed in the salary derby, either. 

“Everyone should earn whatever they 
can,” he says. “I think if the owners are 
anxious to pay that kind of money, there 
are plenty of players who will take it.” 

There was no controversy about Cle- 
mens’ award, as there was when Cal Rip-

ken beat out Cecil Fielder for MVP 
honors. Clemens, was vacationing in Ha- 
waii and didn’t bother listening when the 
MVP was announced. 

“| thought Cecil had just won,” Cle- 
mens said. ‘‘He was three-quarters of the 
reason Detroit was in it this year. | couldn't 
believe he didn’t win.” 

He probably would have believed if he 
didn’t win, considering how strained his 
relations with the media have been recent- 
ly.

alive—to the chagrin of the Atlanta 
Braves’ rivals in the National League 
West. 

Like white knights riding to rescue 
a damsel in distress, Tom Glavine and 
Terry Pendleton pulled the Braves 


from the bottom of the well. Instead of 


being honored by their king, they 
were honored by their league— 
walking off with the National League's 
highest awards in their clutches. 
Their odyssey actually started after 
the 1990 season, when Pendleton 


was peddling his services on the free 
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agent market. Hoping to play for a 
team in his native southern California, 
he solicited the San Diego Padres. 

“Yes, we're looking for a third base- 
man,” he was told. “No, that third 
baseman is not you.” 

The 5-9 switch-hitter shuddered at 
the thought that his .230, six-homer 
season at St. Louis had deflated his 
value so much that a team desperate 
to fill his position would reject him. 

After all, the two-time Gold Glove 
winner had knocked in 58 runs in 121 
games—hardly the work of a man 
headed for the wrong side of the hill. 
Hamstring problems had hampered 
his play but he was hardly finished at 
age 30. 

He got to prove the point after sign- 
ing a four-year, $10 million deal with 
the Atlanta Braves—a team that 
wanted him for his glove and leader- 
ship alone. 

“When | came to Atlanta, | wanted 
to prove 1990 was just a one-time 
thing,” he said of his last season in St. 
Louis, which he ended on the bench 
while rookie catcher Todd Zeile tried 
third. 

“It took me a little while to get go- 
ing, but I’m real happy with the 
results.” 

So were the Braves. A last-place 
team when they signed him, Atlanta 
roared from worst to first in the Na- 
tional League West and came within 
an inning of winning the World Series. 

Though many player moves Were 
made, the acquisition of Pendleton 
was by far the most significant. 

He not only shored up the left side 
of the infield—manned in 1990 by Jim 
(Hound Dog) Presley and Andres 
Thomas—but boosied his batting 
average by 89 points, He also hit for 
power for the first time in his eight 
year career. 

“| walked in and felt like a rookie 
again," said Pendleton of his Atlanta 
experience. “It was a real challenge 
and I’ve always been up for chal- 
lenges.” 

Pendleton turned out to be the big- 
gest bargain in the 16-year history of 
free agency. He led the National 
League with his .319 average, 187 
hits, and 308 total bases (tied with 
Will Clark), finished third with a .517 
slugging percentage and fifth with 64 
extra-base hits. 

His clubhouse role was even more 
Critical. 

“| wanted to do positive things to 
help the team win,” said Pendleton, 
one of three free agent infielders who 
sparked the '91 Braves. 

"| pulled guys aside and talked to 
them about things—hitting, attitude, or 
whatever they were thinking in a par- 
ticular situation, Guys came up and 
asked me stuff. 

“The biggest thing was that we all 


understood each other and wanted to 
go out and accomplish the same 
thing.” 

A veteran on a team of talented 
youngsters, Pendleton proved a per- 
fect table-setter ahead of sluggers 
Ronnie Gant and David Justice. He 
had five four-hit games, a .320 aver- 
age with runners in scoring position, 
a 15-game hitting streak, and a 14- 
game winning streak. 

En route to a personal-best 22 
homers, he enjoyed the first two- 
homer games of his career. Pendle- 
ton, who wound up with 86 RBI (he 
had 96 for the '87 Cards), hit one of 
those homers on September 11, when 
three Braves’ pitchers combined for a 
1-0 no-hitter against San Diego. 

Even though he started every game 
from June 15 through Atlanta’s 
clincher on October 5, Pendleton was 
most productive in the heat of the 
divisional title chase: he hit 353 (42- 
for-119) in his last 28 contests as the 
Braves edged the Dodgers by a sin- 
gle game. 

"| never knew what a good player 
he was,” said Atlanta pitcher Charlie 
Leibrandt during the playoffs, “| never 
realized all he does for a team. He 
gives himself up, he gets guys over, 
he gets guys in." 

Atlanta's first NL batting champ 
since Ralph Garr in 1974, Pendleton 
performed well in both the second 
and third spots in the lineup. He had 
enough patience at the plate to let 
Otis Nixon steal a club-record 72 
bases but enough aggressiveness to 
manufacture runs with the hit-and-run 
after Nixon's mid-September drug sus- 
pension. 

He slipped to .167 in the playoffs 
against Pittsburgh but one of his hits 
was a solo triple that was Aflania’s 
only display of offense in Game 5, a 
1-0 defeat. 

That triple hinted of better things to 
come and Pendleton proved the point 
by hitting .367 with a pair of homers 
in the World Series against Minnesota. 
Both of those homers tied games the 
Braves were trailing. 

His biggest hit came in the eighth 
inning of Game 7, with Lonnie Smith 
at first and nobody out in a scoreless 
game. Pendleton turned a Jack 
Morris pitch into a long drive to left 
center, over the heads of pursuing 
outfielders Dan Gladden and Kirby 
Puckett. 

But, Smith, running with the pitch, 
never picked up the flight of the ball. 
Rookie Minnesota second baseman 
Chuck Knoblauch noticed and went 
through the motions of a phantom 
double-play with shortstop Greg 
Gagne. Smith, never checking frantic 
third base coach Jimy Williams, fell 
for the decoy and stopped running as 
he rounded the bag, By the time he 


realized the ball was in play, he could 
only advance to third, 

Pendleton, pulling up at second 
with the double that should have won 
the World Series, asked Knoblauch in 
point-blank language, “What the hell 
was Lonnie Smith thinking?" 

With the infield drawn in, Ronnie 
Gant grounded weakly to first base, 
David Justice drew an intentional 
pass, and Sid Bream banged into a 
home-to-first double-play. Nobody 
scored. 

Two innings later, Dan Gladden led 
off the home 10th with a broken-bat 
double, Knoblauch bunted him to 
third, and intentional walks to Puckett 
and Kent Hrbek filled the bases to set 
up a force. But pinch-hitter Gene Lar- 
kin hit Alejandro Pena’s pitch over the 
head of drawn-in leftfielder Brian 
Hunter to end the Series. 

That hit left Pendleton O-for-3 in his 
quest for a World Championship ring. 
He had previously played for two 
World Series losers in St. Louis. 

Playing in the Series was one of 
three goals Pendleton has pursued 
since leaving Fresno State in 1982. 
The others were making the majors, 
which he did in 1984, and playing in 
an All-Star Game, which he has never 
done. His chances of realizing his 
final goal are strong this season now 
that Atlanta manager Bobby Cox 
chooses the entire squad but the 
starters. If the fans overlook Pendleton 
again, Cox won't. 

It was the calm demeanor of Cox 
that convinced Pendleton to pick At- 
lanta over the New York Yankees dur- 
ing his free agent winter. 

"Bobby, (general manager) John 
Schuerholz, and | had a three-party 
conversation,” Pendleton revealed. “| 
told them | didn’t want to come if 
John was thinking about winning one 
way and Bobby was trying to win an- 
other way. | said, ‘If you're not on the 
same level, we might as well hang up 
the phone right now, | went through 
that in St. Louis, where (manager) 
Whitey Herzog and (general manager) 
Dal Maxvill never saw eye-to-eye on 
anything. You can't win that way.” 

Cox, who had spent most of five 
seasons as Atlanta GM before return- 
ing to the dugout on June 22, 1990, 
had no problem yielding his authority 
to Schuerholz, who had given up the 
GM's job in Kansas City. Nor did 
Schuerholz have a problem with Cox, 
whom he once considered as a field 
manager for the Royals. 

Coordinating their efforts to sign 
Pendleton paid off. 

“Terry is a hard worker and dedi- 
cated professional who knows how to 
win. He brought us a sense of stabil- 
ity and consistency,” Schuerholz said. 
“More by his actions than anything, 
he stood out in setting an example of 
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a strong work ethic.” 

As he had done many times before, 
Pendleton played hurt: pain in his left 
knee was so bad that he underwent 
surgery to remove bone chips three 
days after the World Series ended. 

His willingness to play through the 
injury—and to play well—rubbed off 
on his teammates. The Braves went 
55-28 during the second-half, making 
up a midseason dificit of 9-1/2 games 
behind Los Angeles. 

Pendleton was the prime motivator. 

“Since I've been here (1987),” said 
infielder Jeff Blauser in October, “we 
really didn't have a guy who was go- 
ing to take charge of the clubhouse, 
give us a pat on the butt when we 
needed it or kick us in the butt when 
we needed it. Terry hasn't been afraid 
to do that all year. We've been hungry 
for a guy like that for awhile” 

Those leadership qualities were 
formed at Channel Island High 
School in Oxnard, Calif. Pendleton, a 
100-pound freshman, persuaded 
coach Tom Cardinal to hit him 150 in- 
field grounders a day—more than tri- 
ple the workload of some of his big- 
ger teammates. 

Those drills resulted in Pendleton’s 
present prowess in the field. “In St. 
Louis, | learned that defense wins 
games,” he said. “| learned to bunt 
guys over.” 

Two Gold Gloves, earned with the 
Cardinals, sat on the Pendleton trophy 
shelf. San Francisco's Matt Williams 
beat him out for the honor last sum- 
mer, but the Braves noticed the dra- 
matic improvement in their infield. 

Nobody noticed more than Glavine, 
a soft-spoken, 25-year-old southpaw 
who had posted a 10-12 record and 
4.28 earned run average in 1990. 
With Pendleton behind him, Glavine 
finished at 20-11, lowered his ERA to 
2.55, and became the first Brave to 
win the Cy Young Award since Warren 
Spahn in 1957. He also became the 
first Braves’ pitcher to draw an All-Star 
Game start since Spahn did it in ’61. 

By season's end, Glavine ranked 
first with nine complete games (tied 
with Dennis Martinez), second with 
246-2/3 innings pitched, and third 
with 192 strikeouts. 

“He was great right from the start,” 
Bobby Cox said of the 6-1 southpaw 
from Massachusetts. “His control was 
fantastic, as a rule, and he always 
had something on the ball, a great 
change, and a good curve. 

"| don't see how he can pitch any 
better. He's quicker and stronger than 
in the past and he can throw any of 
his four pitches for a strike at any 
time. When you do that, there’s no 
way you can't win.” 

Glavine went 6-0 with a 1.76 ERA in 
May to win NL Pitcher of the Month 
honors and had an eight-game win- 
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ning streak (and 2.34 ERA) from May 
3 through June Q. In six starts from 
June 19 to July 20, he yielded only 
five runs, all earned, but won only 
half of them despite a 1.13 ERA (he 
had two no-decisions and a defeat 
during the streak). 

Atlanta's only 20-game winner other 
than Phil Niekro (who did it three 
times), Glavine held opponents to two 
earned runs or less in 23 of his. 34 
starts. His best was a 4-0 April 
shutout in Los Angeles but his most 
impressive was a career-high 12- 
strikeout performance in eight-plus in- 
nings at Philadelphia June 19. 


Terry Pendleton may never have as good 
a year as 1991, but he did help the St. 
Louis Cardinals to the NL pennant in 
both 1985 and 1987. 


By season's end, Glavine, Steve Av- 


ery, and Charlie Leibrandt had made ~ 


the Braves the first NL team since the 
1917 New York Giants to have three 
lefties at or above the 15-win plateau. 

The reason for his turnaround could 
be explained in a single word: 
defense, 

“The fact that we had a lot better 
ballclub made things a lot easier for 
me,” said Glavine, who went 12-4 with 
a 1.98 ERA over the first half before 
running into a plague of firstinning 
stagefright. 

“There were times in the past when 
| pitched real well but didn't know if 
we would score enough runs or if our 
guys were going to catch the ball. | 
felt | had to make perfect pitches 
every time. 


“With this team, there was no con- 
cern if | threw the ball over the plate 
and it was put into play. | knew the 
guys behind me would make the 
play.” 

Though Glavine struggled down the 
stretch, with a 4.22 ERA after Septem- 
ber 1, his record should have been 
much better: he lost four 2-1 games 
and once each by scores of 1-0, 2-0, 
and 3-2. Yet he only lost his cool 
once—when a dropped infield pop 
ruined a sure shutout in San 
Francisco. 

“That was the way | was brought 
up,” he said, referring to his placid ex- 
terior. “My parents always told me, ‘If 
you come home from a game moan- 
ing and crying and giving us a head- 
ache, we're not going to let you play’ 

“They told me to keep an even 
keel—not to show when I’m down 
and not get too high when |'m up. 

“| take things as they come. |’m 
pretty easy-going—perfectly comforia- 
ble with sitting here and going out 
every five days and pitching even if 
I'm relatively obscure.” 

That's hardly the case anymore, 
even though Avery and John Smoltz 
were the young guns who fired the 
most perfect bullets for the Braves 
after Labor Day. 

Still, broadcasters from both CBS 
and ESPN television have yet to learn 
that he hates to be called Tommy. All 
it would take is a simple question, but 
the TV hotshots focus instead on 
more quotable, more controversial 
figures. 

Glavine'’s rise to stardom is hardly 
dull. A high school hockey star who 
was drafted in 1984 by the Los An- 

geles Kings (fourth round) as well as 

the Braves (second round), Glavine 

was once rated the best pitching 
prospect in the minors by Sport 
Magazine. 

Rushed to pitching-poor Atlanta, he 
suffered through a 7-17 campaign in 
1988, his first full season. He jumped 
to 14-8 with a bad ballclub a year 
later before reverting to 10-12. Then 
Pendleton & Co. perked up the de- 
fense and Glavine perfected his 
changeup. 

According to ironman catcher Greg 
Olson, “The one thing Tom struggled 
with was his changeup. You wouldn't 
know if hed have it from one game to 
the next. 

“Last year, he had the changeup in 
every game and wasn't afraid to throw 
it when he was behind in the count.” 

The pitcher also added more power 
to his fastball—maybe two or three 
miles per hour. 

‘I've seen the reaction in the hitters’ 
eyes,” he said. “They're surprised. | 
also had a better idea of what to do 
on the mound, like the things | could 
get away with and the things | couldnt. 


“There were four or five games 
where something was missing but | 
was able to get by and win those 
games.” 

Glavine pitched like Superman for 
the first four-and-a-half months but 
Clark Kent for the final six weeks. 
Then he regrouped somewhat in 
post-season play. 

He lost both starts against Pitts- 
burgh in the NL Championship Series 
but actually outpitched Zane Smith in 
the fifth game, a 1-0 loss in which the 
Pirates got only six hits. 


In the World Series, Glavine went 
1-1 with a 2.70 ERA. He lost Game 2, 
3-2, on a two-run homer by Chili 
Davis after a first-inning error and a 
solo shot by rookie Scott Leius in the 
eighth. Then, working on short rest, 
he won Game 5, throwing six score- 
less innings before his control 
deserted him (four straight walks) in 
the sixth. Atlanta eventually won, 14-5. 

The pitcher was not surprised by 
his success. 

“| came out of spring training ex- 
pecting to get to where | was in 


1989,” he said. “l can't say | expected 
this kind of success, but | did think I'd 
have a successful year.” 

So did Terry Pendleton. 

Brimming with confidence, Tom & 
Terry took the National League by 
storm and joined with Cox, the NL 
Manager of the Year, to give the 
Braves a near-sweep of post-season 
honors (Houston's Jeff Bagwell was 
Rookie of the Year). 

Even the Tommy & Jerry cartoonists 
couldn't have conceived a strip with a 
happier ending. *

Rookies get golden opportunity

owerful performances by rook- 
ies were major reasons that the 
Minnesota Twins and Atlanta 
Braves, last-place teams in 1990, 
were matched in the 1991 World Series. 

That message hasn't been lost on the 
other 24 general managers. 

They watched Chuck Knoblauch’s rise 
from non-roster player to Rookie of the 
Year, saw Scott Leius join him in the Min- 
nesota infield, and noted the work of first 
baseman Brian Hunter, outfielder Keith 
Mitchell, and relief pitchers Mike Stanton 
and Mark Wohlers with the Braves. 

There's no reason to pay veterans mil- 
lions when rookies can do the same work 
or better for the major-league minimum of 
$100,000. 

With an expansion draft on the horizon, 
there's also plenty of reason to give rook- 
ies ample playing time. 

The play of the 1992 rookie class will 
have great bearing on the makeup of the 
15-man protected list each of the 26 exist- 
ing teams must submit before the draft. 

The year’s top prospects include catch- 
ers Randy Hundley (Mets) and Dave Nils- 
son (Brewers); first basemen Eric Karros 
(Dodgers) and Reggie Jefferson (Indians); 
shortstops Wil Cordero (Expos), Royce 
Clayton (Giants), and Bret Boone 
(Mariners); third baseman Jim Thome (In- 
dians); and outfielders Ken Lofton (As- 
tros) and Reggie Sanders (Reds). 

Leading freshmen pitchers are starters 
Pedro Martinez (Dodgers), Cal Eldred 
(Brewers), Arthur Lee Rhodes (Orioles), 
and relievers Jeremy Hernandez (Padres) 
and Milt Hill (Reds). 

Just over the horizon—no more than a 
year away —are such celebrated prospects 
as starter Todd Van Poppel (Athletics), 
first baseman John Jaha (Brewers), and 
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outfielder Mike Kelly, first baseman Ryan 
Klesko, and shortstop Chipper Jones 
(Braves). 

Two members of the new rookie class 
come into the season with extra pressure: 
the burden of winning Minor League Play- 
er of the Year honors. 


Pedro Martinez was picked by The 
Sporting News, while Wohlers won the 
same honor from USA TODAY. 

Though he pitched in the World Series, 
Wohlers retains rookie status because he 
pitched less than 50 innings and spent 
less than 45 days on the roster during the 


25-man limit in force through August 31. 
Batters must also adhere to the 45-day 
maximum and cannot exceed 130 at-bats. 
That's why Hundley and Scott Living- 
stone (Tigers) retain full rookie status but 
Tino Martinez (Mariners) does not. 
Here are the leading contenders to suc- 


ceed Knoblauch and Houston's Jeff Bag- 
well as Rookies of the Year: 

CATCHERS —Todd Hundley is not only 
a switch-hitter with power but a candidate 
to join father Randy as a Gold Glove recip- 
ient. He's 23, has a bazooka for a throwing 
arm, and is coming off a 14-homer season 
in a tough ballpark. The Mets turned a 
deaf ear to San Diego's offer of All-Star 
Benito Santiago for Hundley and Gregg 
Jefferies. 

He may not look like Olivia Newton- 
John, but Dave Nilsson, a fellow Aus- 
tralian, swings a better bat. The 6-3, 
185-pound surfer hit .366 and played great 
defense in the minors before submitting to 
shoulder surgery in August. 

Dan Wilson, Cincinnati's top 1990 draft 
choice, is the best defensive receiver in 
the organization but may need a year in 
Triple-A. Minnesota’s Lenny Webster, on 
the other hand, is out of options and has 
to advance now. He's better behind the 
plate than veteran Brian Harper, the man 
he replaces. 

The Dodgers regard hard-hitting 
Venezuelan Carlos Hernandez (.345 in 


AAA) as their catcher of the future but 
the Astros could have a catcher of the 
present if Scott Servais, Scooter Tucker, 
or Tony Eusebio allows them to move 
Craig Biggio to the infield. 

If Greg Colbrunn shakes the tendonitis 
that cost cost him most of last season, he 
could capitalize on his promise in Mon- 
treal. But Detroit's Rich Rowland figures 
as nothing more than a Mickey Tettleton 
understudy. 

FIRST BASEMEN—The Braves believe 
Ryan Klesko, the Southern League MVP, 
is the second coming of Dale Murphy— 
but he won't be coming this April. Ditto 
Texas League MVP John Jaha, who led 
the minors with 71 extra-base hits. 

That leaves Eric Karros as the leading 
prospect, followed by Reggie Jefferson 
(Indians), Rob Maurer (Rangers), Cris 
Cron (Angels), Rico Brogna (Tigers), and 
Dann Howitt (Athletics). Karros hit .316 
with 22 homers and 101 RBI in Triple-A, 
where he moved ahead of Henry 
Rodriguez as the top Dodger prospect. 

SECOND BASEMEN-—The Expos 
have a crowd at this position, with Todd 
Haney (.312 in AAA) bucking Eastern 
League MVP Matt Stairs (.333, 53 extra- 
base hits in AA). Two of Manny Mota’s 
kids, Jose (Padres) and Andy (Astros), 
have their dad's line-drive potential, while 
converted shortstop Andres Santana 
(.316, 45 steals in AAA) might push San 
Francisco's Robby Thompson. 

Eastern League All-Star Rodney Lofton 
(.281, 56 SB in AA) threatens Baltimore 

cumbent Bill Ripken but Willie Ran- 


dolph's free agent walk could be the break 
William Suero needs with the Brewers. 
Scott Hemond (Athletics) has a better 
chance to start than good-hit, no-field 
Monty Fariss (Rangers), who's tried sever- 
al positions with little success. 

SHORTSTOPS~—A half-dozen rookies 
have a real chance to crash the big-league 
scene at this position. 

Wil Cordero is only 20 but has a power- 
ful arm, exceptional range, and a reasona- 
bly potent bat—plus Triple-A experience. 
He's a cinch to start for Montreal, but San 
Francisco speed merchant Royce Clayton 
will have to snap out of his second-half 
slump. 

Though he’s a superb defender at sec- 
ond, Bret Boone's chance to start for 
Seattle centers around his ability to play a 
smooth shortstop—a skill he showed in 
the International League. He strikes out 
too often but hits with excellent power (19 
HR in AA), so he'll make the Boones 
baseball’s first three-generation family. 

Kim Batiste (Phillies), Gary Disarcina 
(Angels), and Eddie Zosky (Blue Jays) are 
other shortstops who were winter-book 
favorites to begin the 1992 campaign as 
big-league regulars. Zosky has a Shawon 
Dunston throwing arm and figures to hit 
more than veteran Manny Lee, last year’s 
Toronto shortstop. 

THIRD BASEMEN—Jim Thome hits 
line drives, produces a high batting aver- 
age, and works hard on his defense. 
Sound like Wade Boggs? Some scouts 
have made the comparison too. Thome 
has already made a big splash: his first 
big-league homer, a ninth-inning blast last 
October 4, helped the Indians beat the 
Yankees. 

Hard-hitting Dave Staton couldn’t have 
moved Fred McGriff off first base in San 
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Diego but might crack the lineup now that 
he’s moved to third. Gary Scott, the 1991 
spring phenom who couldn't hit big- 
league pitching once the bell rang, is back 
for another shot with the Chicago Cubs. 

With veterans in their way, Gary Cooper 
(Astros), Scott Cooper (Red Sox), Scott 
Brosius (Athletics), and Stan Royer 
(Cardinals) may not play much but Detroit 
will give strong-hitting Scott Livingstone 
more playing time as Travis Fryman moves 
over to spell aging shortstop Alan Tram- 
mell. Cheo Garcia (Twins) had a solid year 
in Doube-A and could make the same jump 
Scott Leius made in 1991. 

The Mets aren’t sure where Chris Don- 
nels fits in. But he bats lefthanded, plays 
second base too, and is a better bat 
defensively than Gregg Jefferies. 


OUTFIELDERS — Derek Bell led the In- 
ternational League in batting, total bases, 
runs, runs batted in, and hits—statistics 
that convinced Toronto to make room by 
dumping 1991 prospects Glenallen Hill 
and Mark Whiten. Bell, 23, has power, 
speed, and the ability to hit for average 
(.346 in AAA). 

Long-time Cincinnati star Eric Davis 
complained that Reggie Sanders wasn’t 
ready to succeed him in center field last 
summer, but the Reds seem determined 
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to try anyway. They'll also look at Scott 
Bryant and Scott Pose, who flanked him 
in the Chattanooga outfield. 

Because he’s lit up minor leagues and 
because he’s Kevin Mitchell's second 
cousin, Keith Mitchell could get a full shot 
at Atlanta’s left field job—at least until 
Mike Kelly comes along and bumps Ron- 
nie Gant from center to left. 

Pacific Coast League All-Star Kenny 
Lofton (.308, 40 SB) is virtually certain to 
open the season as Houston's center- 
fielder and leadoff man—with the Astros 
hoping he’s not the second coming of 
Gerald Young. 

If the Expos move Ivan Calderon to first 
base, rookies John VanderWal and Moses 
Alou could both win everyday outfield 
jobs. The former had a big year in Triple- 
A, while the latter spent the year recuper- 
ating from shoulder surgery. But Felipe’s 
son has his dad‘s all-around tools. 

After leading the Pacific Coast League 
with 62 steals, Will Taylor could steal his 


way to San Diego's center field job. San’ 


Francisco's Ted Wood, a lefthanded hitter, 
should start up the coast after leading the 
same league with 109 runs batted in. 

Two-time minor-league batting champ 
Luis Mercedes, a 24-year-old Dominican, 
will be Baltimore's new leadoff man, while 
speed merchants Wayne Housie and Jeff 
McNeely bid for berths in Boston's 
revamped outfield. 

Ruben Amaro, whose dad did not teach 
him to hit, could crack the California 
lineup following a .326 season in Triple-A. 
He led the minors with 42 doubles and the 
Coast League with 95 runs. 

A pair of rookie outfielders could grace 
the lineup of the Milwaukee Brewers. Tim 
Mcintosh, who can also catch, played 
some outfield when he came up last fall, 
and American Association MVP Jim 
Olander will get playing time this spring 
after hitting .325 at Denver. At 29, he's the 
oldest member of the 1992 rookie class. 
But age is merely a matter of mind: if you 
don't mind, it doesn't matter. 

STARTING PITCHERS—Count on it: 
Pedro Martinez will join brother Ramon in 
the Dodger rotation. Petite Pedro (5-9 and 
160 pounds) won 18 of 26 decisions while 
posting a composite 2.28 ERA for three 
clubs last year—at age 20. 

American Association strikeout king 
Cal Eldred, property of the Milwaukee 
Brewers, is also a certain starter after win- 
ning 10 of his last 11 starts. 

The World Champion Twins have high 
hopes for Southern League ERA leader 
Pat Mahomes, 21, and have reserved a 
place for him in their 1992 rotation. Hard- 
throwing Willie Banks, up briefly last year, 
will also get a second look. 

Another Double-A strikeout champion, 


Ed Martel of the Eastern League, could 
jump into the Yankee rotation after post- 
ing a 13-6 record and 2.81 ERA at Albany- 
Colonie. 

Though Todd Van Poppel is not yet ready 
for prime time, the Oakland Athletics feel 
Kirk Dressendorfer can pick up where he 
left off last spring—after he became the 
first rookie to crack their rotation since 
Mike Norris in 1975. He first attracted at- 
tention by erasing three of Greg Swin- 
dell’s records at the University of Texas. 

The Chicago Cubs will audition three 
rookie starters: lefties Lance Dickson and 
Yorkis Perez and righty Turk Wendell. 
Dickson, 22, averaged a_ strikeout-per- 
inning in Triple-A before he was sidelined 
by a broken foot. 

J.R. Richard throwalike Jeff Juden 
could jump into the Houston rotation, 
which could also include converted in- 
fielder Brian Williams and Chris Gardner. 
All three pitched well in late-summer As- 
tro trials. 

If the 6-7, 250-pound Juden is a J.R. 
Richard clone, then Baltimore southpaw 
Arthur Lee Rhodes is the second coming 
of Vida Blue. He whiffed 115 in 107 innings 
in Double-A before earning a brief Balti- 
more look-see, then sharpened his skills in 
the Puerto Rican Winter League. 

And talk about comparisons: Anthony 
Young, who finished last summer with the 
New York Mets, has been compared with 
none other than famous teammate Dwight 
Gooden. Count Young in as a sure starter 
for the regrouping Mets.

The Boston Red Sox finished second

Boston ranked seventh in the league in 
runs scored and just ninth in homers, 
forcing them to put unusual pressure on 
pitching stars Roger Clemens and Jeff 
Reardon. 

Clemens responded with his third Cy 
Young Award while Reardon posted his 
third 40-save season (a record he shares 
with Dennis Eckersley) but the rest of the 
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Roger Clemens won his third Cy Young 
Award last season with an 18-10 log and 
an ERA of 2.62, tops in the AL. He struck 
out 241 batters, the same number as did 
David Cone of the Mets, the NL leader. 


pitching staff was awful: the team ERA of 
4.01, seventh in the circuit, includes the 
records of the two star righthanders. 
Rookie manager Butch Hobson believes 
the offense will perk up—primarily be- 
cause 1991 rookies Mo Vaughn and Phil 
Plantier will be around from the start and 
hard-hitting shortstop Tim Naehring is 
over the back problems that limited him 
to 20 games.

Hesketh (12-4, 3.29) would have been a 
great idea but GM Lou Gorman was cau- 
tious after his dismal 1991 failures with 
Matt Young and Danny Darwin.

Only eight games separated the Mil- 
waukee Brewers from the top of the 
American League East at the end of last 
season. / 

By winning 40 of their jast 59 games, 
baseball's best record over the final two 
months, the Brewers built momentum they 
hope will carry over into the new year. 

Solid hitting and dramatically improved 
defense overcame mediocre pitching a 
year ago but the Brewers will need better 
work from the men on the mound. 

The '91 Brewers ranked second in the 
majors with a .271 average and hit a 
league-high 53 triples. They also made 
the second-fewest errors in franchise 
history. 

But those achievements were not 
enough to save the job of manager Tom 
Trebelhorn, whose pitchers placed eighth 
in both ERA and saves. National League 
import Phil Garner, a rookie manager 
more inclined toward firm discipline, 
hopes for better results. 

STRENGTHS: Designated hitter Paul 
Molitor led the majors with 133 runs 
scored and 216 hits, belted six leadoff 
homers to tie a club record, collected his 
2,000th career hit, and became the fourth 
Brewer to hit for the cycle. He and Robin 
Yount have been Milwaukee mainstays 
since 1978. 

Molitor, 35, has played every infield po- 
sition and the outfield but is less suscepti- 
ble to injury—a common problem for 
him—as a DH. 

The 36-year-old Yount, healthy again after 
a campaign punctuated by a kidney stone 
attack, returns to center field, flanked by 
power-hitting leftfielder Greg Vaughn and 
lefty-hitting Darryl Hamilton—perhaps in 
platoon with rifle-armed slugger Dante 
Bichette. 

B.J. Surhoff, another fine lefthanded 
bat, is a versatile catcher who can also 
play several other positions. 

The only sure thing in the infield is 
shortstop Bill Spiers, coming off a .283 
campaign. Rehabbing veterans’ and 
rookie auditions will detemine his 1992 
partners. 

Such uncertainty might prove unsettling 
to the Milwaukee pitching staff, led by the 
Big Three of starting righthanders Bill 
Wegman, Jamie Navarro, and Chris Bosio. 
All won at least 14. 

American Association strikeout king Cal 
Eldred, who won 10 of his last 11 starts in 
Triple-A, is the leading candidate for the 
fourth spot, with erstwhile relief ace Dan

If defense were the only part of the 
game that mattered, the Baltimore Orioles 
would be the defending World 
Champions. 

They led. the majors with a .985 fielding 
percentage and made just 91 errors, a 
big-league low. Unfortunately, their hitters 
and pitchers couldn't keep pace. 

Baltimore's .254 team batting average 
ranked 12th in the league and its 4.59 
earned run average was baseball's worst. 
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as O’s build. 


The return of power hitting Glenn Davis 
might mean 25 homers and 90 RBI, if 
Davis is really over the nerve problem 
that sidelined him most of 1991. The Ori- 
oles obtained him from Houston in the 
off season a year ago. 


Manager Johnny Oates, starting his first 
full season, has reason for optimism, how- 
ever, since slugging first baseman Glenn 
Davis has healed from a disabling neck 
injury and several live young arms have 
been promoted from the minors. 

STRENGTHS: Baltimore's franchise is 


built around 30-year-old shortstop Cal Rip- 
ken, Jr, coming off his second MVP 
campaign. 

Even without Davis’ booming bat be- 
hind him most of last season, Ripken led 
the majors with 85 extra-base hits and 
368 total bases, breaking the Brooks 
Robinson club record. He also hit per- 
sonal peaks with a 323 average, 34 
homers, and 114 RBI. 

The 6-4 shortstop won his first Gold 
Glove, was MVP of the All-Star Game, and 
took Major League Player of the Year 
honors from The Sporting News. His con- 
secutive game playing streak stands at 
1,573 (557 short of Lou Gehrig's record). 

Davis, out nearly four months with 
nerve damage to the neck, hit 34 homers 
and knocked in 89 runs two years ago, 
the last time he was healthy. And he did it 
while playing half the schedule in the spa- 
cious Houston Astrodome. 

Baltimore also expects power produc- 
tion from sophomore third baseman Leo 
Gomez, who hit 16 while learning AL 
pitchers. 

Catcher Chris Hoiles, another '91 
rookie, had 11 homers and 107 games 
and will play more now that Bob Melvin 
has departed. 

There's plenty of punch in an outfield 
anchored by centerfielder Mike Devereaux, 
who hit a career-high 19 homers. Sopho- 
more Chito Martinez had 13 homers in 67 
games after hitting 20 in 60 games for 
Rochester. Rookie Luis Mercedes, a two- 
time batting king in the minors, hit 334 
with 23 steals in Triple-A. And veteran 
Dwight Evans, 40, has hit 385 homers in 
20 seasons. 

Joe Orsulak has an arm equal to Evans 
in his prime: he led the majors in assists. 
Since he also had a 21-game hitting 
streak en route to a .278 finish, he'll also 
get plenty of playing time. 

So will Sam Horn, a lefthanded DH 
who hammered 23 homers in 121 games. 
He might platoon with Randy Milligan, 
another power-hitting first baseman dis- 
placed by Davis, or David Segui. 

Because the pitching is young and 
talented, Oates hopes to turn a 1991 

weakness into a 1992 strength. 

Ace starter Ben McDonald, disabled 
twice last summer, is healthy again and 
should get strong support from Bob 
Milacki, sophomore Mike Mussina, and 
blue-chip rookie southpaw Arthur Lee 
Rhodes. Milacki, at 27, is by far the old 
man of the quartet. 

Veterans Storm Davis and Mike Flana- 
gan compete with youngsters Eric Hetzel, 
Jose Mesa, and Anthony Telford for the 
fifth spot. Flanagan, a 40-year-old lefty,

In 1991, they led the majors with 
209 homers, tying the second highest to- 
tal in club history, and 1,185 strikeouts, the 
second highest total in major league his- 
tory (trailing only the 1968 New York 
Mets). 

Since they led the American League in 
walks and grounded into the fewest 
double-plays, they also managed to score 
817 runs, second in the majors to the 829

The last time the Cleveland Indians won 
a pennant, Richard Nixon was Vice Presi- 
dent, Brooklyn had a ballclub, and par- 
ents complained about a new form of mu- 
sic called rock 'n roll. 

The drought that began after that 1954 
flag will continue this summer but the In- 
dians will begin to reap the benefits of a 
massive youth infusion. That news should 
cheer Cleveland fans, whose club has fin- 
ished higher than fourth only twice since 
1959. 

Last year's team was particularly bad: 
last in homers, total bases, runs, and 
saves by relief pitchers and third-from- 
worst in hits and stolen bases. The only ° 
department in which Cleveland led the 
league was losses (105). Things have to 
get better. 

STRENGTHS: Manager Mike Hargrove 
is counting on the return of injured All- 
Star catcher Sandy Alomar, Jr, the arrival 
of heralded rookie speed merchant Kenny 
Lofton, and the year-round availability of 
shortstop Mark Lewis and outfielders Al- 
bert Belle, Mark Whiten, and Glenalen 
Hill. 

After hitting .290 with nine homers and 
66 RBI in 1990, Alomar missed most of 
last year with rotator cuff problems— 
though he was around long enough to 
start the All-Star Game. He has the best 
throwing arm of any catcher in the di- 
vision. 

Whiten, a switch-hitter, also has a can- 
non for an arm, Hell be in right, with ei- 
ther Hill or Lofton in center and Belle in 
left. All four could play if Hargrove makes 
one the DH over incumbent Carlos Marti- 
nez. Fleet Alex Cole can also play. 

While Whiten and Hill provide power 
and Lofton offers the alternative of a .300 
bat with speed, Belle could become the 
AL's new home run king now that Cleve- 
land Stadium fences have been brought 
in. Even though he missed five weeks 
with a suspension and minor-league exile, 
Belle had 28 homers and 95 RBI. 

The veteran of the revamped infield is 
switch-hitting Carlos Baerga, now sta- 
tioned at second base. Lewis starts his 
first full big-league season, while lefty- 
hitting third baseman Jim Thome and 
switch-hitting first baseman Reggie Jeffer- 
son are rookies with glowing minor-league 
credentials. 

WEAKNESSES: Though both the hit- 
ting and the defense should be vastly im- 
proved, the pitching still seems vulnerable 
—especially in the wake of the Greg 
Swindell trade.

The most promising new pitcher is 
hard-throwing lefthander Mike Thomas, 
the first pick in last December's Rule 5 
draft.

Hargrove was called “the Human Rain 
Delay” when he went through various gy- 
rations in the batter's box. He'll now have 
to show fans the same patience he once 
expected of them. 

OUTLOOK: The young Indians will cer- 
tainly be more exciting. But they may al- 
low more runs than they score. 

Predicted finish: 6th. 
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Did the New York Yankees actually win 
10 pennants in 12 years from 1949-60? 
The ‘92 club has fallen on such hard 
times that there's no trace of an ancestral 
link. 

While other clubs spent the winter 
swapping players, signing free agents, 
and promoting prospects, the Yankee 
front office argued about budgets and 
made only a single decision: to raise 
ticket prices. That won't sit well with fans 
unhappy about sloppy pitching and half 
an infield that can't meet big-league 
standards, 

Like Dan Quayle, rookie manager Buck 
Showalter will have to rely on good looks 
rather than a record of achievement. 

STRENGTHS: There's an overload in 
the outfield, where Roberto Kelly and Mel 
Hall had strong seasons, bazooka-armed 
Jesse Barfield hit with power when he 
played, and switch-hitting rookie Bernie 
Williams got his big-league baptism. Kelly, 
a fine fielder with speed, became the first 
20/20 Yankee since Rickey Henderson in 
1986 and Hall had a career high in 
homers. 

Second base has another surplus since 
veteran Steve Sax, a speed merchant, hit 
313 after the All-Star break while rookie 
Pat Kelly displayed greater defensive 
skills. 

Lefty-hitting Matt Nokes hit more 
homers than any Yankee catcher since El- 
ston Howard had 28 in 1963 and also im- 
proved dramatically on defense—thanks 
to tutoring sessions from coach Marc Hill. 

The Yankees aren't sure whether team 
captain Don Mattingly is a plus or a mi- 
nus. The high-salaried first baseman hit 
.288 (low for him) and did not display his 
customary power. He did win a Gold 
Glove, however. Perhaps front office insis- 
tence that he cut his hair did to Mattingly 
what a haircut once did to Sampson. 

Showalter heads into the new year with 
only one solid starting pitcher: veteran 
Scott Sandeson. His 16 wins included a 
one-hitter. The relief corps led by the left- 
right tandem of Steve Howe and Steve 
Farr is in much better shape.

After finishing second for the second 
year in a row, the Chicago White Sox 
seem primed to make a successful as- 
sault on the divisional title of the Ameri- 
can League West. 

Rookie manager Gene Lamont hopes to 
get a full season from Bo Jackson, a re- 
turn to full strength from Frank Thomas, 
and comebacks from Tim Raines and 
pitchers Alex Fernandez, Greg Hibbard, 
and Bobby Thigpen. 

If that happens, the Sox should improve 
on numbers that ranked sixth in average 
and runs scored, seventh in homers, fifth 
in ERA, and only 11th in games saved. 

STRENGTHS: Former Stanford stand- 
out Jack McDowell, who led the majors 
with 15 complete games, gives the start- 
ing rotation a strong leader. Ancient 
knuckleballer Charle Hough, 44, is the 
other veteran starter. Hibbard, a 14-game 
winner two years ago, and Wilson Alvarez, 
who pitched a no-hitter last summer, are 
the leading lefties, while Fernandez, Ra-

Lefties Scott Radinsky and Ken Patter- 
son join righties Melido Perez and Donn 
Pall in supporting Thigpen, who's saved 
87 games in two seasons. He'll try to 
shrink his unsightly ERA. 

Chicago has three talented catchers— 
an unheard-of luxury—in 44-year-old 
Carlton Fisk, strong-throwing Ron Kar- 
kovice, and lefty-hitting Matt Merullo. Fisk 
had 18 homers in 134 games. 

The club is equally loaded in the infield, 
where third baseman Robin Ventura won 
a Gold Glove last year, shortstop Ozzie 
Guillen won the year before, and Thomas 
is arguably the best power-hitter in the 
game. 

The 6-5, 240-pound Thomas, hampered 
by a sore shoulder last summer, still was

the only man in the majors with a 300 
batting average, .400 on-base average, 
and .500 slugging average.

All that in his first full season! 

Jackson, another former football star 
from Auburn, had 32 homers and 105 
RBI in 1989, his last injury-free season. 
He can't run well anymore because of his 
hip injury but few clubs have a DH with 
such enormous power. |h Thomas, Jack- 
son, and Ventura (who joins Dan Pasqua 
as lefty sluggers in the lineup), the Sox 
could have three 100-RBI performers. 


The switch-hitting Raines, the left fielder 
and leadoff man, joins Lance Johnson, 
the slick-fielding certerfielder, as set-up 
men for the sluggers. They team with 
rightfielder Sammy Sosa to give Chicago 
tremendous speed in the outfield. If Sosa 
can't hike his anemic average, Mike Huff, 
a better hitter, can field too. 

The up-the-middle defense is strong— 
especially with Johnson in center, Kar- 
kovice catching, and Guillen and Craig 
Grebeck the DP tandem. 


WEAKNESSES: If Jackson can't shake 
his hip problems, he'll probably retire. The 
same could happen to Hough and Fisk if 
they finally start to show their age. 

Thomas has had all winter to rest his 
shoulder but even if it's not healed, he'll 
have to play first with Jackson the DH. 

Thigpen blew nine saves last year and 
wound up with 27 fewer than he had the 
year before. No one knows whzi hap- 
pened to the promising Fernandez. And 
no matter how good he is, can Lamont

The Seattle Mariners are the only team 
in the American League West that im- 
proved their won-lost record three years in 
a row. They are about to make it four. 

The acquisition of impact slugger Kevin 
Mitchell, coupled with the elevation of 
minor-league phenom Tino Martinez, adds 
considerable muscle to an attack that 
ranked ninth in runs and homers and 
tenth in batting average. 

Since the pitchers produced a 3.79 
ERA, second lowest in club history, and a 
club-record 48 saves, rookie manager Bill 
Plummer believes his club can contend 
for the divisional crown. 

The strong up-the-middle defense—the 
backbone of any contender—is certainly 
there. Centerfielder Ken Griffey, Jr won a 
Gold Glove and second baseman Harold 
Reynolds, who won before, teamed with 
Omar Vizquel to turn 187 double-plays, 
most in the majors. Dave Valle is a capa- 
ble defensive receiver. 

STRENGTHS: Even without his father 
in the lineup, Griffey enjoyed the best 
second-half of any AL player: a .372 aver- 
age, 13 homers, and 64 RBI. His 327 
average, 42 doubles, .527 slugging per- 
centage, 21 intentional walks, and three 
grand-slams (tied) were all club records. 

With Mitchell batting behind him, Griffey 
might do even more damage. The former 
Giant, healed from knee, groin, and wrist 
problems, has hit the most homers in the 
majors the last three seasons. He was NL 
MVP with 47 homers and 125 RBI in 
1989. 

Seattle's third outfielder is Jay Buhner, 
who led last year’s club with 27 homers— 
one of them a 479-footer that was the lon- 
gest in the 16-year history of the new Yan- 
kee Stadium. 

Pacific Coast League MVP Tino Marti- 
nez finished second in runs and walks, 
third in doubles, and fifth in hitting while 
leading all first baseman in fielding. His 
last at-bat of the season—for Seattle—was 
a home run, 

Holdover third baseman Edgar Martinez 
(no relation) finished fifth in the AL with a 
.405 on-base percentage and teams with 
switch-hitting second baseman Harold 
Reynolds to set the table for the sluggers 
who follow. 

Even Valle, who overcame a rough start 
to hit .303 over the last 35 games, has 
some power. Additional muscle could 
come from rookie shortstop Bret Boone. 

Seattle has strong starting pitching in 6-

Eric Hanson, Scott Bankhead, Rich DeLu-

Although the Texas Rangers have a 
well-deserved reputation for terrorizing op- 
posing pitchers, they also have a fatal 
flaw: a penchant for permitting as many 
runs as they produce. 

The 1991 Rangers were the first club to 
lead the majors in runs scored (829) and 
runs allowed (814) since the 86 Indians. 

Manager Bobby Valentine believes the 
pitching will be better because Bobby Witt 
is returning from elbow and shoulder ail- 
ments, blue-chip rookie Hector Fajardo 
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At 45 years of age RHP Nolan Ryan twice 
went on the the DL, but when he was 
healthy he did pretty well, winning 12 
and losing six, with an ERA of 2.91. 
Nolan fanned 203, giving him 5,511 Ks.

STRENGTHS: The Rangers led the 
majors in total bases, extra-base hits, and 
slugging while placing second in the big 
leagues in hits, homers, RBI, and on-base 
percentage. 


The 1982 Brewers were the only other 
team in the last 54 years to have three 
players produce both 200 hits and 100 
runs scored. Batting champion Julio 
Franco, challenger Rafael Palmeiro, and 
slugger Ruben Sierra were the Rangers of 
record. 

Franco, whose .341 was a club mark, 
also led the club with 36 steals. He has a 
new double-play partner in free agent 
Dickie Thon, who swings a much better 
bat than predecessor Jeff Huson. Third 
base belongs to Dean Palmer, whose 
anemic average belies his enormous 
power (37 homers in two stops), 

Palmeiro led the majors in doubles, fin- 
ished second in total bases, and tied for 
second in runs and extra-base hits. The 
Cubs once traded him because they 
didn't think he was a good RBI man. 

Sloppy fielding was the rap against 
Sierra, who made dramatic improvements 
in right last summer. The switch-hitting All- 
Star finished third in RBI, total bases, and 
doubles and tied for third in hits. 

Fellow outfielders Juan Gonzalez and 
Kevin Reimer also provide plenty of 
power, though smooth-fielding Gary Pettis 
is an alternative if Valentine needs strong 
center field defense. ; 

If Pettis plays, Reimer will be the DH. 
Otherwise, that job could go to another 
power plant, rookie first baseman Rob 
Maurer. Reimer or Maurer could form a 
left-right DH platoon with veteran Brian 
Downing, who hit 17 homers at age 40 
last summer. 

The Rangers don't rely on Ivan 
Rodriguez for his bat but the rifle-armed 
catcher, starting his first full year, has 
some pop. 

There's good depth on a bench headed 
by catcher Geno Petralli, infielders Jeff 
Kunkel, Jeff Huson, and Monty Fariss, 
outfielder-first baseman Jack Daugherty, 
and Pettis. 

WEAKNESSES: Pitching, ay,. there's the 
rub. When he pitched last year, Nolan 
Ryan was his amazing self. But he also 
spent two terms on the disabled list and 
finds the going tough at age 45. 

Even with Ryan's stats included, the 
Rangers were 11th in the league with a 
4.47 ERA, fourth worst in club history.

Within two years of their 1987 World 
Championship, the Minnesota Twins— 
wracked by the ramifications of free 
agency—had begun a steady descent in 
the standings. 

The same thing is happening again. 

Eight members of the 25-man roster 
that beat the Atlanta Braves in the 1991 
World Series filed for free agency last fall 
and several of them can't be replaced. 

With the team standing pat at the winter 
meetings and the club's farms producing 
a less than bountiful crop of prospects. 
manager Tom Kelly has a tough road 
ahead. 

STRENGTHS: The Twins led the majors 
in batting average and base-hits, finished 
second in the AL in saves, and ranked 
third in the league in team earned run 
average. Duplicating those figures will be 
impossible, 

The slugging Big Three of Kirby Puck- 
ett, Kent Hrbek, and Chili Davis return in- 
tact but the Twins need a new leadoff 
man to bat ahead of No. 2 hitter Chuck 
Knoblauch, the Rookie-of-the-Year. 

Though he hasn't reached the 20- 
homer plateau in four years, Puckett hits 
plenty of line drives: his eight-year aver- 
age is 320. He won his fifth Gold Glove 
in center field, last summer. 

Hrbek, a Gold Glove contender at first, 
has had eight straight 20-homer cam- 
paigns. He swings a strong lefthanded 
bat. 

The switch-hitting Davis, signed in the 
spring as a free agent, hit career peaks in 
homers and RBI (tied). An outfield liability, 
hell again be deployed as the designated 
hitter. 

Minnesota doesn't need help in right 
field: Shane Mack played better defense 
than Puckett and hit 18 HR, a career 
peak. 

The emergence of Knoblauch, who 
went to 1991 spring training as a non- 
roster player on a Double-A roster, filled a 
long-standing hole at second base. His 
25 steals tied a club record and his 
eighth-inning, Game 7 decoy saved the 
World Series. 

His double-play partner, Greg Gagne, is 
. one of the more underrated Twins but 
shouldn't be. He's a slick-fielding shortstop 
who hits with occasional power. 

Minnesota had hoped to retain the serv- 
ices of good-hit, no-throw catcher Brian 
Harper, a .311 hitter who chose free 
agency. 

The Twins have two strong starters in 
20-game winner Scott Erickson and fellow 
righthander Kevin Tapani, who went 11-1 
dewn the stretch. There's also a quality

closer in ex-Met Rick Aguilera, who saved 
a career-best 42 games, and a decent 
set-up man in Carl Willis. Erickson had a 
12-game winning streak during the first 
half of the season before elbow problems 
intervened. 

Kelly's secret weapon is a powerful 
bench anchored by Gene Larkin, whose 
hit won the World Series, and Randy 
Bush. Other subs include Paul Sorrento, 
Terry Jorgensen, and Jarvis Brown.

The dynasty is over. After winning three 
consecutive pennants, the aging Oakland 
Athletics fell all the way to fourth last sum- 
mer, 11 games behind front-running Min- 
nesota. 

The pitching, once so positive, turned 
into a quagmire, the hitting sputtered, 
and even the defense was only mediocre. 

Faced with the possible fall defection of 
10 free agents, the Athletics placed some 
of their veterans on the trading block dur- 
ing the winter meetings—only to find their 
salaries so high that there were no takers. 

But manager Tony LaRussa is con- 
vinced a combination of comebacks and 
rookie promotions will resurrect his 
baliclub. 

STRENGTHS: Jose Canseco hit a 
career-high 44 homers, tying Cecil Fielder 
for the big-league lead, and knocked in 
122 runs. He was second to Fielder in 
RBI but led the AL in ratio of at-bats to 
RBI (4.7). Baseball’s only 40/40 man 
ranked third with a .556 slugging percent- 
age and fourth with 77 extra-base hits. 

Dave Henderson started the All-Star 
Game for the first time while enjoying his 
finest season as Oakland's centerfielder. 
Rickey Henderson, no relation, struggled 
through an off-year one year after winning 
the MVP award. He did surpass Lou 
Brock as baseball's career base-stealing 
champion, but controversy generated 
from a spring contract dispute dogged 
him all season. 

Former outfielder Harold Baines, who 
found his niche as Oakland's designated 
hitter, delivered a 20-homer, 90-RBI cam- 


paign on aching knees, but Mark McGwire 


offered no physical excuse for the slump 
that plunged his power production below 
30 homers for the first time in five seasons. 

With third baseman Carney Lansford 
idled by reconstructive knee surgery and 
shortstop Walt Weiss out with torn ankle 
ligaments, McGwire was supposed to be 
the only sure thing in the infield. His play 
at first base was fine but that wasn't 
enough. 

The team-wide malaise extended to 
catcher Terry Steinbach, who hit the 
fewest home runs of his five-year career. 
The one-time All-Star Game MVP is young 
enough to bounce back at age 30. 

With ace starter Dave Stewart strug- 
gling, Mike Moore inherited the leadership 
mantle. He allowed an average of less 
than three earned runs per game. 

The only other Oakland pitcher who 
performed that feat was closer Dennis 
Eckersley, who recorded his third 40-save 
season even though he lacked the effec- 
tiveness of 1990 (4-2, 48 SV, 0.61, four

Herzog as general manager, their clear in- 
tention was to win now—a feat not that 
difficult for a .500 club with four of the 
game's best pitchers. 

Instead, Herzog released the clubs top 
home run hitter (Dave Winfield), traded 
two of its hottest prospects (Ruben Amaro 
and Kyle Abbott), and struck out in bids 
for free agents Wally Joyner, Bobby 
Bonilla, and Otis Nixon. 

After limping into the winter meetings 
with Gary Gaetti and Lance Parrish their 
top hitters, the Angels crawled home with 
the excess baggage of over-the-hill vete- 
rans Hubie Brooks and Von Hayes. Man- 
ager Buck Rodgers, who had the unique 
distinction of guiding two last-place clubs 
last summer, is sure to do it again. 

STRENGTHS: The last-place Angels 
had a better team earned run average 
than the World Champion Twins. Califor- 
nia’s 3.69 ERA, second in Toronto's 3.50 in 
the American League, was largely the 
product of potent pitching by southpaw 
starters Mark Langston, Jim Abbott, and 
Chuck Finley, submarining set-up man

Abbott, who went 11-5 with a 2.38 ERA 
over the second half, shared the Owner's 
Trophy (Angel MVP honors) with Harvey, 
who fanned 101 hitters in 78-2/3 innings 
(11.6 per game). 

Workhorse Chuck Crim, acquired from 
Milwaukee, provides Harvey with another 
solid set-up man. He's worked in more 
than 60 games four years in a row. 

The lone position player who has both 
youth and good statistics from last year is 
leadoff man Luis Polonia, whose 48 stolen 
bases led the club. A defensive liability in 
left field, he should DH—though that job 
has been assigned to Brooks. 

WEAKNESSES: The club's top power- 
hitters last year, catcher Lance Parrish 
and third baseman Gary Gaetti, turn 36 
and 34, respectively, before Labor Day. 
By then, Hayes will be 34 and Brooks will

be almost 36. That's hardly a sound foun- 
dation. 

_ lo make matters worse, Hayes lost his 
power last summer (no homers in 77 
games) and Brooks underwent September 
surgery for the removal of a herniated 
disk. 

Moody Junior Felix, a switch-hitter who 
has never realized his potential, could 
lose his center field job to Shawn Abner, 
a strong defensive player who never 
learned to hit the curve. Only Hayes is a 
sure starter in the outfield, though either 
Polonia or Brooks will also wear an out- 
field glove on one apparent reason: only 
one of them can DH at a time. 


Except for Gaetti, a former Gold Glove 
winner, the infield wreaks with inex- 
perience. Most of the Angels’ eight posi- 
tion players would be bench-warmers 
elsewhere anyway. 

That includes first baseman Lee 
Stevens, Wally Joyner’s heir apparent by 
default (the Angels don't have anyone 
else). Hayes, whose speed is better-suited 
to the outfield, could end up there.

Each winner of the Golden Spikes 
Award is automatically enshrined in 
the United States Baseball Federation's 
Amateur Baseball Hall of Fame. His 
name is also added to the permanet 
Golden Spikes Award at the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
New York. In addition, the winner also 
becomes the USBF’s nominee for the 
AAU’s Sullivan Award (Amateur Ath- 
lete of the Year) and the United States 
Olympic Committee’s Sportsman of the 
Year. In 1987, Golden Spikes Award 
winner Jim Abbott made history by 
becoming the first baseball player to 
ever win the Sullivan Award.

With Galarraga aboard and injured 
pitchers Joe Magrane, Todd Worrell, and 
Frank DiPino returning from a season lost 
to injury, St. Louis should be much more 
formidable in 1992. 

STRENGTHS: Magrane, 27, was the 
1988 ERA king and an 18-game winner a 
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year later. He and sophomore Rheal Cor- 
mier are the lefties in a rotation that also 
ncludes Bob Tewksbury, Omar Olivares, 
and Bryn Smith—all of whom won in dou- 
ble figures last year.

They spent $36 million on switch-hitting 
free agent sluggers Bobby Bonilla and 
Eddie Murray, traded three regulars for 
two-time Cy Young Award winner Bret 
Saberhagen, and added a pair of players 
(Dave. Gallagher and Steve Rosenberg) 
who played for new manager Jeff Torborg 
with the White Sox. 

The 1991 Mets ranked last in hits, next- 
to-last in average, and eighth in runs 
scored, so an ERA that stood fourth 
couldn't salvage the season—especially

The Pittsburgh Pirates emerged from 
their latest brush with free agency in bet- 
ter shape than they had anticipated. 

Although switch-hitting slugger Bobby 
Bonilla shifted to the rival New York Mets, 
both catcher Mike LaValliere and third 
baseman Steve Buechele elected to stay 
put. 

That means the Pirates enter the 1992 
campaign as a solid contender— 
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especially if slugging Jeff King returns in- 


tact after back surgery. Hed play first, 
pushing sophomore Orlando Merced to 
right as Bonilla’s replacement. 

The whole picture could change, of 
course, if the Pirates decide to trade un- 
signable 1992 free agent superstar Barry 
Bonds. 

STRENGTHS: Last year’s team led the 
league in average, runs, hits, doubles, 
complete games, and saves while finish- 
ing second in ERA. No wonder it led the 
majors with 98 victories. 

Manager Jim Leyland has plenty of 
pitching, led by a Big Three of 1990 Cy 


Left fielder Bobby Bonds indicated he 
would sign a one year deal with the 
Pirates, but would then go the free agent 
route taken by Bobby Bonilla in 1993. 
Bonds, rated as a better player than 
Bonilla because he is a superior fielder 
with more speed, was a bust as was 
Bonilla in the NLCS. However, the 1990 
MVP hit .292 with 25 homers and 116 
RBI, while scoring 95 runs and stealing 
43 times. 


Young Award winner Doug Drabek, 20- 
game winner John Smiley, and playoffs 
hero Zane Smith. With diminutive Randy 
Tomlin likely to take the fourth spot, Dra- 
bek will be the lone righty in the front 
four.

Rookie righthanders Mike Roesler, Joe 
Ausanio, and Victor Cole are other bull- 
pen candidates. 

MANAGEMENT: Life isn't easy for GM 
Larry Doughty, still being blamed for the 
waiver gaffe that allowed prized prospect 
Wes Chamberlain to migrate cross-state to 
Philadelphia two years ago. Doughty now 
keeps one eye on the waiver wire and an- 
other on the purse-strings that prevent his 
plunge into wild bidding wars. 

He sought to extract such a high price 
for Bonds at the winter meetings that he 
couldn't move him—risking a repeat of the 
Bonilla fiasco. But he did retain Buechele 
and LaValliere against heavy odds. 

Chain-smoking manager Jim Leyland is 
one of the game's premier strategists and 
field generals. He commands the respect 
of his players, as evidenced by his role in 
a much-publicized, on-field shouting 
match with Bonds during 1991 spring 
training. 

OUTLOOK: The Pirates will win a lot of 
games with pitching and defense. But 
they won't score as many runs or win as 
often. 

Predicted finish: 3rd. 


Center fielder Andy Van Slyke might be 
the best CF in the Majors.

After staggering through a season in 
which a record 14 of their players were 
disabled, the Philadelphia Phillies em- 
barked on an ambitious off-season acqui- 
sitions program. 

They added versatile speed merchant 
Mariano Duncan, backup infielder Dale 
Sveum, reserve catcher Todd Pratt, rookie 
southpaw Kyle Abbott, and veteran closer 
Barry Jones. They also replaced the age, 
salary, and sagging performance of Von 
Hayes with blue-chip rookie speedster 
Ruben Amaro, a better hitter than his 
dad. 

Those changes, coupled with the full- 
season availability of Lenny Dykstra and 
Darren Daulton, make the Phils a more 
formidable force in the National League 
East. 

STRENGTHS: Although the Phils 
yielded the most walks and wild pitches 
last year, while ranking only ninth in ERA, 
pitching could actually be a plus in 1992. 

Manager Jim Fregosi has an impressive 
Big Three in southpaw Terry Mulholland 
and righthanders Tommy Greene and 
Jose DeJesus, plus a pair of promising 
rookies (Abbott and righty Andy Ashby) 
as the favorites to fill out the front five. 
Comeback candidates Ken Howell, once 
the club's ace, and Pat Combs are also 
around, 

If hard-throwing southpaw relief ace 
Mitch Williams signs, the Phils will have a 
30-save closer. Otherwise, righthanders 
Jones and Mike Hartley will have to shoul- 
der the load. 

Daulton, who hits with good power (12 
homers in 89 games), hopes to give the 
Phils more production behind the plate af- 
ter missing 63 games with two stints on 
the DL. He should be in better shape fol- 
lowing off-season knee surgery. 

Dykstra missed almost as much time as 
Daulton after they were involved in a May 
6 car crash. The healthy Dykstra led the 
NL with a .418 on-base percentage in 
1990 and is generally considered the divi- 
sion’s premier leadoff man. 

Dykstra, a potential All-Star in center, 
will be flanked by power-hitters Wes 
Chamberlain (12 homers after the All-Star 
break) in left and Dale Murphy (80-plus 
RBI for the 10th year in a row) in right. 
Cleanup hitter John Kruk, a 1991 All-Star 
slated to play first base, will also get out- 
field playing time so that the Phils can get 
Ricky Jordan's bat into the lineup. 

Kruk hit career peaks in seven categor- 
ies as he became the first man since 
Greg Luzinski in 1977 to lead the Phils in 
batting, homers, and RBI. Switch-hitting 
Dave Hollins (.326 after his July 11 recall) 
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First baseman-outfielder John Kruk had a 
career year in 1991 with a .294 batting 
average, 21 homers and 92 RBI while 
scoring 84 runs. A left handed hitter, he 
is a combative over-achiever. 


replaces Charlie Hayes at third, while 
Duncan expects to see service at second, 
short, and the outfield.

WEAKNESSES: The middle infield is in 
an uproar, for a change. Good-field, no-hit 
second baseman Mickey Morandini has 
been found wanting. Veteran shortstop ~ 
Dickie Thon left via the free agent route. 
They will be replaced by a tandem of 
Duncan and Sveum, though veteran Wally 
Backman could figure into the equation at 
second. There's even been talk of playing 


Charlie Hayes at short. Gimme a break! 

Though he still slams southpaws, Mur- 
phy is 36 and is fading fast. Daulton has 
a career average of .222 for eight sea- 
sons. Duncan stole 48 bases in 1986 but 
not more than 13 anytime since. 


Cox hasn't had a winning year since '87 
and Howell has had only one in a career 
that spans seven seasons. That's why the 
Phils are desperate for comebacks by 
Combs and Steve Ontiveros.

The Chicago Cubs learned last season 
that teams without good pitching seldom 
move up in the standings. 

Though Chicago ranked second in 
homers and third in runs scored, it fin- 
ished in a third-place tie, 20 games from 
the top of the NL East, because of a 
pitching staff that placed last in ERA and 
shutouts while yielding the most hits and 
runs in the NL. 

Even a defense that set club records for 
fewest errors and highest fielding percent- 
age couldn't salvage the season. 

New manager Jim Lefbvre is counting 
on comebacks from starters Danny Jack- 
son (abdominal and groin strains), Mike 
Harkey (arthroscopic shoulder surgery), 
plus closer Dave Smith (two knee opera- 
tions) to patch up the pitching. The sign- 
ing of free agent Mike Morgan and eleva- 
tion of rookies Lance Dickson and Turk 
Wendell could also help. 

STRENGTHS: The lone bright light on 
the Cub staff last summer was right- 
hander Greg Maddux, 25. He led the 
league in starts and innings pitched while 
fanning 198, the most by a Cub since Fer- 
gie Jenkins whiffed 263 in 1971. 

Maddux, who had a 2.79 ERA over his 
last 17 starts, should get considerable 
help from Morgan, who had a 14-10 mark 
and 2.78 ERA in Los Angeles. On the mi- 
nus side, however, he still stands 67-104 
with a 4.13 ERA for his 11-year career. 

The Cubs will again try to club oppo- 
nents to death with the power-hitting 
troika of former MVPs Ryne Sandberg, 
Andre Dawson, and George Bell. 
Sandberg and Dawson are the first Cub 
tandem to produce successive 100-RBI 
campaigns since Kiki Cuyler and Hack 
Wilson in 1929-30. 

Sandberg scored 100-plus runs for the 
third straight year, led the Cubs with a 
.291 average, and made only four errors 
(none on throws) while winning his ninth 
Gold Glove. He teams with rifle-armed 
Shawon Dunston in one of the league's 
top DP tandems. 

Smooth-fielding first baseman Mark 
Grace, a lefthanded hitter, finished in the 
Top 10 in batting three straight summers 
before slipping to a career-low .273 in '91. 
He should rebound. 

As for Dawson, 37, his chronic knee 
problems have been a thorn in the Cubs’ 
hide. He's still a dangerous hitter but 
could be more deadly if he didn't play in 
constant pain. : 

Though he turned left field play into an 
adventure, Bell banged out 25 homers in 
his first NL season. Now that he knows 
the pitchers, the former Toronto slugger 
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could do better. 


WEAKNESSES: The Cubs, spoiled dur- 


ing the Ron Santo era, have spent years 
in search of a quality third baseman. Her- 
alded phenom Gary Scott did a quick fiz- 
zle last year and returns for another try. 
Versatile Luis Salazar had 14 homers in 
103 games but isn’t the long-term answer. 
Neither is Jose Vizcaino. 

Bell is a defensive disaster waiting to 


happen in left field. After abandoning his 
old DH role, he played four flyballs into 
inside-the-park homers during spring 
training—then improved only slightly dur- 


The Cubs second baseman Ryne Sand- 
berg is the best player in baseball. He 
had a typical Sandberg year in 1991 with 
a .291 batting average, 26 homers, 100 
RBI, 104 runs scored and only four 
errors, plus his usual Gold Glove.

After watching NL rivals undergo radical 
rebuilding, the last-place Montreal Expos 
should be embarrassed about their cos- 
metic changes. 

Although the ’91 team topped the 
league with 221 stolen bases, it placed 
only eighth in average and last in runs— 
mainly because none of its players had 
20 homers or 80 RBI. To make matters 
worse, the one man with that potential 
(Andres Galarraga) has been traded. 

The power vacuum is nothing com- 
pared to the bullpen void: Montreal blew 
18 games it was leading after the seventh 
inning. Closer Barry Jones, who led the 
team with 13 saves, demanded and re- 
ceived a trade—creating a scramble for 
his job. 

Manager Tom Runnells has his work cut 
out for him. 

STRENGTHS: Even though he's push- 
ing 37, righthander Dennis Martinez is one 
of the league's best pitchers. His 2.39 
ERA led the NL and his 14-11 record in- 
cluding a July 28 perfect game at Los 
Angeles. 

The rest of the rotation could be okay 
too. Mark Gardner, newly-acquired Ken 
Hill, and young lefties Chris Nabholz, 
Brian Barnes, and Chris Haney could 
keep the Expos close. 

There's even the hope that righthanded 
reliever John Wetteland will maintain the 
momentum of his 20-save season at Albu- 
querque. He was the only man in the 
majors traded twice between Columbus 
Day and Christmas. Jeff Fassero gives 
Montreal lefthanded muscle for the late 
innings. 

Fleet centerfielder Marquis Grissom, 
who led the majors with 76 stolen bases, 
helps the Expos get onto the scoreboard. 
He's flanked by rifle-armed rightfielder 
Larry Walker, a native Canadian who hit 
.338 after the All-Star break, and speed- 
plus-power package Ivan Calderon, reco- 
vered from shoulder surgery. 

Team captain Tim Wallach, who led NL 
third basemen in fielding, had the worst 
offensive numbers of his 12-year career 
and should rebound at 34. If not, switch- 
hitting sophomore Bret Barberie (.353 in 
57 games) could unseat him. 

Barberie is also a candidate at second, 
where speed merchant Delino DeShields 
was a 1991 disappointment, and at first, 
where a half-dozen candidates bid to suc- 
ceed the fine-fielding Galarraga. 

WEAKNESSES: The Expos listed 
seven catchers—including old hero Gary 
Carter—on their winter roster, then went 
out and traded for another one. Gil Reyes 
has the best arm, Darrin Fletcher is the 
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best lefthanded hitter, and Carter has the 
most experience of the group, but Greg 
Colbrunn (out last year with elbow tendo- 
nitis) is still the team’s catcher of the 
future. 


Colbrunn is also a candidate at first, 
where the choices include Walker, Calde- 
ron, Barberie, and rookies John VanderWal 
and George Canale. Carter and Wallach 
can also play there. 

Shortstop Spike Owen fields whatever 
he reaches (not much), hits less, and

The dramatic turnaround season of the 
Atlanta Braves in 1991 had many spinoffs. 
Bobby Cox was NL Manager of the Year, 
Tom Glavine won the Cy Young Award, 
and Terry Pendleton—in the first season of 
a four-year contract he won as a free 
agent—was the National League's MVR 

Things could get even better this sum- 
mer. Atlanta's 55-28 finish, best in the 
majors, was fueled by several players who 
surfaced after Memorial Day: Brian Hunter, 
Keith Mitchell, Alejandro Pena, and Minor 
League Player of the year Mark Wohlers. 

The prized RBI bat of David Justice, 
missing for seven weeks last summer, will 
be around all year for the first time— 
teamed in a powerful left-right punch with 
Ronnie Gant, going for his third straight 
30/30 season (and 40/40 is not im- 
possible). 

With teammates Steve Avery and John 
Smoltz the chief challengers to Glavine for 
the 1992 Cy Young Award, Atlanta has a 
clear advantage on its NL West rivals. 

STRENGTHS: Last year's Braves 
ranked second in runs scored and third in 
average, homers, steals, ERA, and saves. 

The pitching staff that produced a 3.49 
ERA should be even stronger with Mike 
Bielecki (13-11 for the Cubs) and Wohlers 
(34 saves in three stops) around all year. 

There's no disputing the quality of last 
year’s Big Four: Glavine (20-11, 2.55), 
Steve Avery (18-8, 3.38), John Smoltz (14- 
13, 3.80), and veteran Charlie Leibrandt 
(15-13, 3.49) 

—assuming that Leibrandt, 35, has 
recovered from his World Series shell- 
shock. No NL team since 1917 had three 
lefties win 15 each. 

Glavine, last year's All-Star Game starter, 
pitched like Superman for the first five 
months before letting Avery and Smoltz (a 
combined 7-2 down the stretch) pick up 
the slack. The bullpen is equally solid. In 
his first year as a closer, career set-up 
man Juan Berenguer converted 17 of 18 
save opportunities, allowed a league-low 3 
per cent of inherited runners to score, 
and posted a 2.24 ERA. After Berenguer 
suffered a stress fracture of his pitching 
arm in August, replacement Alejandro 
Pena was just as effective. 

Atlanta allowed Pena to pursue free 
agency because the flamethrowing Woh- 
lers, who retains 1992 rookie status, 
seems ready to realize his enormous 
potential in the majors. Lefty Mike Stanton, 
third in the NL with 74 outings, can also 
close. 

Righthander Marvin Freeman, healed 
from back surgery, is the main set-up 
man but should get help from lefty Kent 
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Right fielder David Justice played in only 
109 games with 396 at bats because of a 
bad back, but logged 21 homers, 87 RBI, 
and 67 runs scored. He would have won 
the RBI title if he had played a full sea- 
son and could be an MVP candidate. 


Mercker, who worked the first six innings 
of a three-man September no-hitter. 
Atlanta pitchers get plenty of support 
from a lineup that figures to have speed 
merchant Otis Nixon leading off, followed 
by Pendleton, Gant, and Justice. Nixon 


stole a club-record 72 stolen bases before 
his mid-September suspension for sub- 
stance abuse.

Cincinnati's swift plunge from the World 
Championship to next-to-last sent team 
executives to the trade market last winter. 
They emerged with three pitchers and two 
outfielders who figure to provide immedi- 
ate help. 

The 1991 Reds hit 164 home runs, tops 
in the NL, and ranked second with a .258 
average. But the 3.83 ERA was eighth 
and the total of 43 saves sixth despite the 
presence of Rob Dibble. 

Owner Marge Schott, realizing she was 
barking up the wrong tree in her conser- 
vative approach, authorized GM Bob 
Quinn to do whatever it takes to return to 
the top. Long before Christmas, he had 
given Lou Piniella presents of pitching, 
speed, and defense. 

STRENGTHS: Piniella should be proud 
of his infield. Third baseman Chris Sabo 
used the manager's tips to harness his 
power, while shortstop Barry Larkin also 
bloomed into a sudden slugger last sum- 
mer. Larkin, at 28, is generally regarded 
as one of the best players in the game. 
He's hit .300 three years in a row and 
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First baseman Hal Morris whom Lou 
Piniella stole from the Yankees two years 
back, hit .318 with 14 homers and 59 
RBI, but might be asked to go for more 
power and less average this season. 


Except for a couple of injuries RHP Jose 
Rijo might have repeated as a twenty 
game winner. He logged 15-6 with a 2.51 
ERA, second in the National League.

Cincinnati is also strong at second, do- 
main of switch-hitter Bill Doran, and first, 
where Piniella pointers may induce more 
power but less average from Hal Morris, 
who finished a point behind batting king 
Terry Pendleton. 

The Reds will start their lineup with an- 
other switcher, former San Diego speed 
merchant Bip Roberts. The versatile 
Roberts joins Doran as table-setters for 
Larkin, Sabo, and slugging rightfielder 
Paul O'Neill, coming off a career-high 28- 
homer campaign. O'Neill is the only out- 
field regular returning from last year. Dave 
Martinez, one of the NL’s premier defen- 
sive players, arrives from Montreal to play 
center, while Roberts succeeds Eric Davis 
in left. 

Cincinnati's pitchers will like the align- 


- ment. Newcomers Greg Swindell, a south- 


paw control pitcher acquired from Cleve- 
land, and Tim Belcher, the former Los 
Angeles righty, join holdovers Jose Rijo 
and Tom Browning in a formidable front 
four. 

Even the late-summer slump of chief 
closer Rob Dibble did little to dampen the 
reputation of the Reds’ relief corps. The 
hard-throwing Dibble converted 31 of 36 
opportunities, a ratio that ranked second 
to Lee Smith in the NL. He gets ample 
help from southpaws Norm Charlton and 
Scott Ruskin, veteran Dwayne Henry, and 
rookies Milt Hill and Steve Foster. 


WEAKNESSES: The catching situation 
is unsettled. Incumbent Joe Oliver, who 
has some power, also has rotator cuff 
problems that prevented his inclusion in 
several winter swaps. Lefty-hitting Jeff 
Reed will keep his job, but rookie Dan 
Wilson—the best defensive receiver in the 
system—miay be rushed. 

Roberts lacks both the power and 
speed of Davis but is more likely to stay 
healthy. The Reds could miss the versatile 
Mariano Duncan, however, following his 
entry into free agency. 

Cincinnati's bench isn't impressive, Out- 
fielders Glenn Braggs and Billy Hatcher 
have ability but the Reds can't go into 
1992 with Freddie Benavides their top in- 
field sub. 


NEW FACES: Swindell, a 6-3, 225- 
pounder southpaw, cost only Jack Arm- 
strong and Scott Scudder—but the Reds 
need to sign him or risk losing him to free 
agency this fall. Swindell, 27, had three 
straight winning seasons for a bad ball- 
club in Cleveland before dropping to 8-14. 


Belcher, 30, is also a quality pitcher. He's 
won in double figures three times in the 
last four seasons. The Reds will use 
Ruskin, 29, as a set-up man. 

Martinez, 27, is a lefthanded batter 
known mostly for his defense in center 
field. He doesn't have much power but is 
a decent hitter (.272 lifetime in six sea- 
sons). Roberts, a year older, doesn't pop 
the ball either but he runs wild when he 


reaches base: 46 steals two years ago. 
He had two .300 seasons in a row before 
dropping to .281. 

Before getting Martinez, the Reds had 
thought Reggie Sanders, 24, would be 
their centerfielder. But they want to give 
him a year in Triple-A despite his .315 
Double-A performance. 

Relievers Foster and Hill could give the 
bullpen a boost.

Good pitching stops good hitting. But 
not always. The 1991 Dodgers led the 
majors with a 3.06 ERA, pitched the most 
shutouts, and allowed the least runs and 
homers. 

Yet they finished second with a 93-69 
record, one game behind the Braves in 
the NL West, because they didn't have the 
offense to sustain a midseason 9¥/2-game 
lead over Atlanta. 

The Dodgers hope the acquisitions of 
Eric Davis and Todd Benzinger, plus the 
installation of Jose Offerman as a regular, 
put the team into post-season play for the 
first time since 1988. 

STRENGTHS: Pitching is still a Dodger 
strong point. Although Mike Morgan has 
gone to the Cubs, knuckleballer Tom Can- 
diotti takes his roster spot after finishing 
second in the AL in ERA. 

Returning are erstwhile ace Orel Her- 
shiser, who proved his surgically-repaired 
shoulder sound; veteran southpaw Bobby 
Ojeda; and Ramon Martinez, who en- 
dured a second-half slump. 

The top candidate for the fifth slot is 
Ramon's brother Pedro, a 5-9 righthander 
whose best pitch is a curve. He went 18-8 
for three Dodger farms and was Minor 
League Player of the Year. 

There's good balance in the bullpen, 
where lefties John Candelaria and Steve 
Wilson share space with Roger McDowell, 
Tim Crews, Jim Gott, Kevin Gross, and fu- 
ture closer Rudy Seanez. 

Tommy Lasorda has a strong catching 
corps featuring the left-right platoon of 
durable Mike Scioscia and blue-chip 
rookie Carlos Hernandez (.345 in AAA), 
with Don Wakamatsu aboard strictly to 
catch Candiotti’s knuckler. 

Lasorda boasts an All-Star outfield in 
centerfielder Brett Butler, his fleet leadoff 
man, flanked by native sons and boyhood 
pals Darryl Strawberry and Eric Davis, 
who have often spoken about a reunion in 
Los Angeles. 

Strawberry, 30, overcame a dreadful 
start to fashion a 28-homer, 99-RBI cam- 
paign in his first Los Angeles summer, 
while Davis, also 30, suffered through the 
worst season of his eight-year career in 
Cincinnati. The latter's list of medical 
problems reads like a script from China 
Beach. 

WEAKNESSES: The infield, never a 
Dodger strong point, still qualifies for fed- 
eral aid. After Eddie Murray defected to 
the Mets, the team announced that Kal 
Daniels would shift to first from left field as 
a respite for his aching knees. But that 
was before Strawberry—never at a loss for 
words that sting—questioned Daniels’ de-

San Diego stood next-to-last in hits, 
10th in batting, and ninth in runs 
scored—even with the potent 1-2 punch 
of Tony Gwynn and Fred McGriff enjoying 
All-Star years. 

STRENGTHS: The Padres were be- 
sieged with trade offers for their Big Three 
of Andy Benes, Greg Harris, and Bruce 
Hurst. The reason was obvious: Benes 
went 11-1 with a 1.77 ERA down the 


Shortstop Tony Fernandez had trouble 
adjusting to the bumpy San Diego infield 
after playing on the artificial turf at the 
Sky Dome in Toronto.

With erstwhile ace Ed Whitson also re- 
turning from elbow woes, manager Greg 
Riddoch should have a highly respectable 
rotation. Ricky Bones, a young righty who 
impressed in late summer, returns for his 
first full major-league season. 

Flamethrower Randy Myers, a 29-year- 
old southpaw who had 31 saves and a 
2.08 ERA for the 1990 World Champion 
Reds, succeeds Craig Lefferts as the chief 
closer. He has superb set-up men in Mike 
Maddux and lefty Rich Rodriguez, both of 
whom worked 64 times last year, and a 
righty alter ego in Larry Andersen. 

Sophomore Jose Melendez and promis- 
ing rookie Jeremy Hernandez, a future 
closer, should fit in somewhere. 

The Padres have solid starters at five 
everyday positions. 

Gwynn, 32, missed his fifth batting 


crown by two points but picked up an- 
other Gold Glove in right. He's a 328 ca- 
reer hitter. 

San Diego's surprise, centerfielder Dar- 
rin Jackson, returns after hitting 21 
homers in 122 games. Too many of them 
came with the bases empty, however: 
Jackson had only 49 RBI. 

McGriff hit his when they counted: he 
finished fourth in the NL with 31 homers 
and 106 RBI—his fourth straight year over 
30 homers but his first 100-RBI campaign. 

Switch-hitting shortstop Tony Fernandez, 
another Toronto refugee, should be sound 
after post-season thumb surgery. He's not 
only a fine fielder but a good hitter: .287 
in nine years. 

All-Star catcher Benito Santiago hit .300 
with 18 homers and 21 steals as a 1987 
rookie but has since been known mostly 
for his powerful throwing arm. He also hits 
with some power. 

WEAKNESSES: Beyond McGriff and 
Fernandez, the San Diego infield is a na- 


tional joke. Even Jim Presley and Jack 
Howell tried third base last summer, while 
Paul Faries, Tim Teufel, Craig Shipley, and 
Bip Roberts were trotted out to second. 
Faries and Shipley try again, but rookies 
Jeff Gardner (.292 in AAA) and Dave Sta- 
ton (22 HR in AAA) have priority at sec- 
ond and third.

In 
fact, the Padres rank right behind the 
Braves for their sheer volume of pitching 
depth—assuming everyone is physically 
sound. The big problem is hitting, or lack 
of it. 

Gwynn, healed from September knee 
surgery, will be the odds-on favorite to win 
ithe batting crown again, while McGriff 
would contend for the home run crown if 
his home park were more conducive to 
the longball. 

With two open infield jobs, a major out- 
field hole, and Santiago's pending fall free 
agency, there's a rough road ahead.

After auditioning 20 rookies and losing 
97 games, the Houston Astros can move 
in only one direction. 

Eschewing veteran free agents for fuzzy- 
cheeked freshmen turned out to be a 
good game-plan: the Astros had their first 
NL Rookie of the Year (Jeff Bagwell) and 
broke in several other sound starters (Luis 
Gonzalez, Andujar Cedeno, Darryl Kile). 

They ended in Atlanta, where they 
watched the Braves clinch the NL West 
flag a year after their own 97-loss cam- 
paign. Houston won't stage such a re- 
bound but they won't be pushovers either. 

Art Howe's 1997 club ranked ninth in 
batting average, next-to-last in runs and 
homers, 10th in ERA, and 11th in saves. 
The power won't improve much in the cav- 
ernous Astrodome but the run-scoring, 
speed, and pitching might. 

STRENGTHS: Top starter Pete Har- 
nisch, 25, became an NL All-Star in his

Bagwell made a smooth transition from 
third to first, hit a club-high 15 homers, 
and produced 82 RBI, a club rookie 
record. 

The switch-hitting Caminiti was so in- 
spired by the club's confidence in him 
that he hit a career-best 13 homers. Big- 
gio, the team's top hitter at .295, has more 
than enough speed to play in the infield. 
He's tried second and even center field 
before. 

Gonzalez, a 24-year-old lefthanded hit- 
ter starting his second season, had 50 
extra-base hits, another club rookie rec- 
ord, and seemed to improve as he 
gained experience. 

WEAKNESSES: Houston pitchers led 
the NL with 1,033 strikeouts and ranked 
third with 13 shutouts but were victimized 
by a defense that committed 161 errors, 
most in the league. As a result, the team 
lost 44 games by two runs or less. The 
bullpen was the culprit: rookie closer Al 
Osuna, a lefty, blew nine save opportuni- 
ties, tied for second in the NL. 

The bulk of the '92 staff consists of raw

Harnisch won six of his last seven to 
finish at 12-9 with a shiny 2.70 ERA. He 
figured in six 1-0 decisions—two wins, two 
losses, two no-decisions.

But Astro pitching pales behind them. 

Bagwell is established at first and good- 
hit, no-throw catcher Craig Biggio has 
shifted to second. Cedeno, a strong hitter 
with an erratic glove, will prevail over 
speed merchant Eric Yelding at shortstop 
while Ken Caminiti returns at third. 

Caminiti could be pushed by slugging 
rookie Juan Guerrero. 

The Astros insist that Cedeno will be a 
star because of his power, speed, and 
enormous range in the field. But he may 
have to be moved off short if his pen- 
chant for miscues persists: he made 18 in 
his first 67 games and practically handed 
Atlanta the divisional title with six boots in

Fiscal restraint makes life difficult for 
general manager Bill Wood, but he and 
Art Howe realize that they young, hungry 
rookies of today are the stars of tomorrow. 

OUTLOOK: Weak hitting, erratic de- 
fense, and thin pitching will keep the As- 
tros buried in the NL West basement. But 
the young club won't lose 97 games 
again and will gain valuable on-the-job 
training.
